When a group of citizens decide 


to fight City Hall with a lawsuit—as 
25 Westside property owners did 
Long Beach last week—does any- 
body win? 


At this point, nobody will ven- 


ture a guess. 


But one thing appears certain, 


The ultimate outcome is of prime 
importance to every Long Beach 
citizen interested in the city's plans 
to regenerate its many troubled 
areas. 


According to one observer, the 


pending legal action—which seeks 
to invalidate the Westside Industri- 


al Redevelopment Project—could 
do one of two things: 


—At worst, if could postpone 


rcvitalization of the ailing Westside 
indefinitely and perhaps have a 
similar impact on downtown rede- 
velopment and other proposed city 
projects. 


—Or, if both sides admit misin- 


terpretations and past mistakes, it 
could serve as a catharsis for ame- 
liorating differences and result in a 
more meaningful dialogue between 
city and citizenry. 


That is what plaintiffs in the 


suit say has been missing—dia- 
logue. 


The legal action, they say, is "a 


last-ditch attempt" to get answers 


to still-unresolved questions about 
the city's recently approved plans 
to redevelop 'their 350-acre West- 
side tract into a modern industrial 
park. 


"The time was drawing close 


ANALYSIS 


(the 60-day deadline for appealing 
the redevelopment ordinance) and 
we still couldn't get answers," says 
Ray Baker, a property owner and 
one of the originators of the suit. 


For five months now, he has 


spent 10 hours a day talking 
with businessmen in the area and, 
according to him, "They want to 
redevelop the Westside, but don't 


eeks 


want it cleaned up so clean that 
they won't be here when it gets 
done." 


In addition to the 25 plaintiffs 


named in the suit, he said 40 other 
businessmen and residents in the 
area have contributed money to 
help underwrite the legal costs. 


But, some point out, that's .a 


small group when you consider 
there are 633 businesses and more 
than 200 homes in the area. 


"They (the persons who filed 


suit) have assumed a tremendous 
responsibility," one property owner 
commented. "They've put us all on 
the fence." 


Other Wcstsiders fear the suit 


may seriously jeopardize chances 


for redevelopment of the area. 


"My own personal feeling is 


that the only way we are going to 
get this junkyard cleaned up is 
through redevelopment," says Bill 
Sims, owner of Acme Towing Inc.. 
1305 W. 16th St. 


"I have been in business here 


12 years and haven't seen any im- 
provement yet. The junkyards just 
get junkier and the weeds get high- 
er." 


Jack Chronister, 
Diversified 


Forging Corp., 1411 Cota Ave., says 
he has lost business prospects be- 
cause of the general appearance of 
the area. "One vice president of a 
large company drove by and just 


kept going. I think redevelopment 
is our only answer" 


But, for the moment, redevelop- 


ment appears slopped. Instead, the 
highly complex and costly wheels 
of litigation have been set in mo- 
tion.

Claims body will 
never be found

Jimmie Hoffa is dead, and the 


word is out that his body will never 
be found, a source close to the 
family said Saturday. 


Hoffa was killed, the source 


maintains, because in his attempt 
to regain control of the Teamsters 
Union, he had decided to expose the 
fact that gangster elements—main- 
ly from the Chicago area—have 
taken control of the union. 


"They couldn't let him do that. 


But Jimmie was smart," the 
source contends. "He knew he was 
in danger...he knew he might be 
zapped...his ace in the hole was the 
information he had—the stuff he 
got from loyal Hoffa people who 
are slowly being driven out of the 
union management—he put it all 
down...on tapes or on paper...That 
information is still available." 


The source said Hoffa was kill- 


ed within minutes of being picked 
up from the parking lot of a Detroit 
restaurant where he allegedly was 
to meet with a Detroit Mafia lead- 
er. He was going to tell them that 
he had gotten "inside word" that 
the U.S. Court of Appeals was 
going to rule in his favor and allow 
him to return to leading the union, 
the former union official said. 


"Anybody that knows Hoffa— 


and knows how close he was to his 
wife—knew when he wasn't back 
within a couple of hours that he 
was in trouble. When he didn't 
come home that night, we knew he 
was never coming home. 


"But it wasn't until just a cou- 


ple of days ago that we were told 
that his body would never be found. 


"And all that talk of kidnap 


was just that—talk." 


Also just "talk," he says, have 


been stories of impending federal 
investigation into Teamster activi- 
ties. 


"It'll never be...they have that 


under control." 


Hoffa, the source said, had 


known for a long time that his life 
was in danger—even while serving 
time in prison. 


"Remember, they kept him in 


the cage...away from the other 
guys." 


But, the source claims, Hoffa 


wasn't really a threat until he was 
pardoned from prison by former 
President Richard Nixon—unaware 
of the stipulation that prevented

prospects

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Pros- 


pects of a Sinai settlement rose 
Saturday with assurances to Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
that Syria is unlikely to try to 
torpedo an interim accord between 
Israel and Egypt. 


But Israeli opponents continued 


to demonstrate against the expect- 
ed agreement, including a group 
which massed outside the secretary 
of state's Jerusalem hotel and 
chanted: "Kissinger go home." 


"We have encountered no unex- 


pected obstacles," Kissinger de- 
clared after reporting to the Israeli 
negotiating team on stops earlier in 
the day in Egypt and Syria. "I 
don't want to measure distances, 
but we are continuing to make 
progress and the differences contin- 
ue to be removed." 


About 250 Israelis gathered out- 


side Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's residence chanting slogans 
against the Kissinger shuttle, some 
of them conducting a "pray-in." 
Police loaded dozens of protesters 
into police vans at Rabin's home 
and tried to disperse others. 


Protesters also tried to block 
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Verdict may 


the main highway from Tel Aviv to 
Haifa with their cars, but police 
and border troops dispersed them 
with nightsticks. No injuries were 
reported. Other demonstrations dis- 
rupted traffic in Haifa and Ramat 
Can, a suburb of Tel Aviv. 


ISRAELI Foreign Minister 


Yigal Alton shared Kissinger's opti- 
mistic appraisal of the negotia- 
tions. "We are making progress 
and every additional meeting 
brings us closer to hopeful results," 
he said. 


Kissinger, who goes to Alexan- 


dria Monday to see President 
Anwar Sadat for a second time, 
told Syrian President Hafez Assad 
before returning here from Damas- 
cus that Israel seems ready to ne- 
gotiate a second stage withdrawal 
on Syria's Golan Heights — and 
that he is a willing mediator. 


As a result, a senior U.S. offi- 


cial said, Syria probably will 
remain "reasonably quiet" while 
Kissinger attempts to button down 
the accord during the coming week. 


Kissinger shifted his negotiat- 


ing locale from Jerusalem to a 
government guest house in the Her- 
zliya suburb. U.S. officials said the 
site was more convenient for Rabin 
and other Israelis who spent the 
sabbath in Tel Aviv. 


But it also removed Kissinger 


from the storm center of last 
week's demonstrations by boister- 
ous Israeli opponents of the pro- 
spective pact, who fear a further 
Israeli withdrawal in the Sinai will 
harm Israel's security. 


A crowd of demonstrators in 


central Tel Aviv hopped into their 
cars and drove to the Herzliya 
meeting place when they heard of 
the change. 


A cabinet session was sched- 


uled for today in Jerusalem to be 
followed by another round between 
Kissinger and the Israeli negotiat- 
ing team, which includes Alton and 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres in 
addition to Rabin. 


Syria's overriding concern is 


that its ally in the 1973 war against 
Israel will be coaxed into a settle- 
ment with Israel, leaving Syria's 
own ambitions unfulfilled.

ATHENS (AP) — Former dicta- 


tor George Papadopoulos and two 
officers who helped him engineer 
the 1967 coup were sentenced to 
death by firing squad Saturday for 
insurrection and high treason. But 
within hours of the verdict the gov- 
ernment indicated it might com- 
mute the sentences, touching off a 
political furor. 


A government statement said 


that "a sense of political responsi- 
bility must prevail" and that a 
cabinet meeting Monday would dis- 
cuss the verdict. "In the fair state, , 
the work of justice is completed by 
the final procedure, also constitu- 
tionally safeguarded, which per- 
mits the reduction of sentences," it 
said. 


But George Mavros, head of the 


leading opposition party, the Center 
Union, said "the government act 
comprises outright intervention in 
the cause of justice and holds 
heavy responsibility... We ask'for 
an extraordinary meeting of parlia- 
ment to decide without hesitation 
on the enormous constitutional and 
political issue which has arisen." 


Andreas Papandreou, leader of 


the Panhellenic Socialist Move- 
ment, called on President Constan- 
tine Tsatsos to dissolve parliament 
and announce elections. He said a 
"serious political crisis ... which 
can only be settled through popular 
will ... has arisen because the gov- 
ernment had rushed to assure those 
sentenced-that the penalties de- 
cided upon would not be executed." 


In addition to Papadopoulos,

those sentenced to death were 
Stylianos Patakos and Nicholas 
Makarezos. None showed emotion 
when the verdict was read. 


Papadopoulos and Makarezos 


held the rank of brigadier and 
Patakos the rank of major general 
when they retired. The court strip- 
ped all three of their ranks and 
deprived them of retirement pay. 


Two of the 20 former ranking 


army officers on trial were acquit- 
ted for "lack of incriminating evi-

including four generals, were given 
life imprisonment and seven others 
received prison terms of 5 to 20 
years. 


The defendants have the right 


to petition the Supreme Court for a 
retrial within five days. They can 
only cite trial irregularities and are 
not permitted to appeal against 
their sentences.

The mystery surrounding the 


Howard Hughes-CIA spy ship, the 
Glomar Explorer, deepened Satur- 
day when the 36,000-ton vessel un- 
ceremoniously anchored about a 
quarter-mile off the Isthmus at 
Santa Catalina Island. 


The ship's location is apparent, 


but no one seems to know where

The supersecrct vessel, report- 


edly used by the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency last summer during 
an attempt to salvage a sunken 
Soviet submarine 750 miles north- 
west of the Hawaiian Island of 
Oahu, left its home port of Long 
Beach Wednesday for the 27-mile 
trip to Cafalina. 


But on Friday, a United Press 


International photographer at- 
tempting to get a picture of the 
ship at anchor said he flew over the 
island only to find the vessel wasn't 
there.

Officials of the Global Marine 


Co., which designed and operates 
the ship, announced when the ves- 
sel sailed out of Long Beach 
Wednesday that it was en route to 
Catalina for nine days of testing. 


But when the ship had not 


shown 
ip near the island on 


Friday, Global Marine 
officials 


said they didn't know where the 
Glomar Explorer was—except that 
it was out to sea. 


Then Saturday morning, sur- 


prised island residents—many of 
whom who had just read news- 
paper accounts or heard radio and 
television reports about the sup- 
posedly missing ship—looked off- 
shore from the Isthmus to see the 
Glomar Explorer. 


"I kept hearing on the radio 


about six o'clock this morning, 
'Where is the Glomar Explorer? 
What's happened to Howard 
Hughes' spy ship? '" said a Catali- 
na Camp and Cove Agency em- 
ploye who asked to remain anony- 
mous.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. 


(AP) — Miss America con- 
testants may be showing a 
little more of themselves 
this year, but not as much 
as the seekers of another 
beauty title that is up for 
grabs in this old resort 
town. 


Next Saturday, when 


the 50 state queens are 
arriving for activities that 
culminate Sept 6 with the 
crowning of Miss America 
1976, an assortment of go- 
go dancers, strippers and 
other women will be com- 
peting in a boardwalk bur- 
lesque house for the title 
ofMissNude-U.S.A. 


Albert A. Marks 
Jr., 


who presides over the 54- 
year-old Miss America 
pageant, dismissed the 
nude contest, run by a 
theater owner, as "a one- 
day wonder." 


"IT appeals to a very 


small segment of society, 
although it will no doubt 
attract wide photographic 
coverage," said Marks, a 
62-year-old stockbroker. "I 
think it can only reflect 
good in our direction. It's 
such an obvious and cheap 
attempt to capitalize on 
us." 


The Miss America pag- 


eant is uncovering a bit, 
by relaxing its ban on biki- 
nis. The contestants will 
still' be required to wear 
one-piece suits on stage, 
but they have the option of 
wearing two-piece suits 
while posing for photogra- 
phers off-stage. 


"They can wear any- 


thing but a string bikini," 
said Marks, adding that he 
isn't sure many of the con- 
testants will chose two- 
piece suits "because it's 
virtually impossible to 
engineer a better figure in 
a bikini." 


Marks said the one- 


piece suit was retained for 
the competition because 
"there's a difference be- 
tween wearing a bikini on 
a beach or at a pool and 
having to wear it as you 
walk down a 140-foot run- 
way with 400,000 watts of 
light on you." 


As the granddaddy of 


modern- beauty contests, 
the Miss America pageant 
is used to imitations. 
From Its beginning hi the 
free-wheeling 1920s when 
some contestants were 
showgirls, the pageant has 
evolved into a nonprofit, 
civic undertaking with a 
stated mission of giving 
scholarships to college 
coeds. 


"We do pur confoundest 


to keep it clean," said 
Marks. "We've never had 
a major scandal." 


MOST of the 
state 


queens are in college. The 
winner gets a $15,000 
scholarship that is paid in 
cash only if she already 
holds a degree. She also 
gets the chance to earn 
several times that amount 
during a year of appear- 
ances that are being book- 
ed already by the pag- 
eant's small national staff 
here. 


None of this year's con- 


testants are black. Four 
black women have com- 
peted since 1968, but none 
finished in the top 10. 


One of the four blacks is 


Cheryl Johnson, who won 
a talent scholarship last 
year as Miss Wyoming. 
She will appear in this 
year's show as part of a 
troupe that toured army 
posts in Europe this month 
with the current Miss 
America, Shirley Cothran 
of Texas. 


The pageant is getting 


on the bicentennial band- 
wagon for its nationally 
televised production on the 
Saturday 
night 
after 


Labor Day, but Marks 
said, "not in a big way." 


The show is called, 


"Travelling 
Freedom's 


Road" and was originally 
scheduled to have a bicen- 
tennial theme throughout 


Marks said he decided 


"right around July 4th" to 
pare the 
bicentennial 


motif down, "because I 
now know of at least 40 
television specials that 
will be devoted entirely to 
the bicentennial in the 
next year. By the time it's 
done, the thing is going to 
,be beaten to death. So 
we're going to do enough 


to pay our respects to the 
country, but we're' not 
going to overdo it" 


The show will begin 


with a patriotic number, 
with contestants intro- 
duced in the order then- 
states entered the union. 


From there, the show 


will go off in other direc- 
tions until a pre-finale 
medley of George M. 
Cohan's songs. 


The pageant has elimi- 


nated the Miss Congenial- 
ity award this year, partly 


because Marks suspected 
many contestants were 
voting for themselves. 
"Five votes won last 
year," he observed. 
. The pageant has al- 
ready abandoned the prac- 
tice of giving the new Miss 
America an ermine robe 
and sceptre, and Marks is 
toying with the idea of dis- 
pensing with the crown as 
well. 


"But not this year. Next 


year, maybe," he said. 
"We are trying to get 


away from the anachro- 
nism that Miss America is 
a queen, because there's 
no monarchy in this coun- 
try. But we're trying to 
take it one step at a time, 
so that the public does'n't 
feel cheated.

Nudists reclaim

Cape Cod National Sea- 
shore, forbade nudity in 
response to complaints 
from local residents. 


The park service pro- 


vided half a dozen life- 
guards and trash cans 
every few. hundred feet for 
half a mile, neither of 
which it had done before. 


"Everything is going 


well from our point of 
view," said Hadley during 
the demonstration.

but so far no one has been 
arrested.

"We have to sell defense pro- 


grams on the basis, 'Is this pro- 
gram needed for the security and 
defense of the United States.'" 


In the case of each of the two 


proposed Air Force projects, he 
said, the answer is affirmative. 


Recent events abroad—as in 


Turkey—have proved we can't de- 
pend on keeping our farthest-flung 
military bases, so the country's 
"lines of defense supply lengthen. 


"It is obvious we need for our 


national security a longer-range re- 
placement for the C130 (propeller- 
driven cargo plane)" and for tanker 
planes designed and built in the 
early 1950s, Woodcock said. 


McDonnell Douglas has pro- 


duced a prototype YC15 jet cargo 
plane for the Air Force • and has 
proposed a tanker version of its 
DClOtrijet. 


"I support detente," Woodcock 


said, "but it has a limited useful- 
ness. 


"All you have to do is look at 


Portugal today" to realize there 
still are ideological groups interest- 
ed in world domination, he said. 


And on the basis of the per cent 


of a nation's economic output, he 
said, the Soviet Union spends more 
than the United States on defense. 


This difference is even greater 


when one realizes only 22 per cent 
.of the Soviet defense budget is 
spent on personnel, compared with 
more than 60 per cent of the U.S. 
defense budget, Woodcock said. 


In addition, Woodcock said, the 


internationally respected naval 
guide, Jane's Fighting Ships, this 
week said that, over the past dec- 
ade, the Soviet navy has received 
50 per cent more funds than the 
U.S. Navy and now outranks the 
U.S.force. 


Military aircraft construction is 


especially important to help shore 
up the aerospace industry at this 
time, he added. 


Aerospace workers are in a 


"very special type of job," he said, 
because climbing fuel costs hit the 
airline business and aircraft manu- 
facturing particularly hard. 


Earlier in the day Woodcock 


spoke at a California Democratic 
Party economic symposium in Los 
Angeles. 


There he said that, although the 


recession has "bottomed 
out," 


recovery will be weak and faltering 
until the government cuts taxes 
and spends more money. 


He said the depressed economy 


reversed itself because of the effect 
of the emergency tax cut passed by 
Congress earlier this year. 


"But the tax cut is running out 


and will vanish completely by the 
end of the year," he said, "and 
unless there is additional stimulus 
provided, this recovery will not 
only be weak, but short-lived." 


He recommended permanent 


tax cuts and additional spending 
programs to improve the economy. 


"First, we need a tax-reform 


bill which includes $20 billion in 
permanent tax cuts for middle- and 
low-income families, counterbal- 
anced to begin with the closing of 
$10 billion worth of loopholes. 


"We (also) need additional 


spending programs. We need emer- 
gency aid to the cities. These things 
being done, then I think we can 
begin to see the economy making a 
decent recovery," he said. 


Other speakers at the afternoon 


rally in Long Beach included Long 
Beach Mayor Tom Clark, who said 
"we (the city) will do all we can to 
help you," and Rep. Mark Hanna- 
ford, D, Lakewood. 


Hannaford said 
congressmen 


"have been working hard trying to 
move the economy. forward" and 
suggested one economic remedy 
would be the construction of more 
housing, to stimulate employment 
and prosperity and in turn the air- 
craft nidus try. 


McDonnell Douglas President 


John Brizendlne said "we're all 
here in the same interest — to fill

Also named in the alle^ 


gation are the County of 
Los Angeles, county treas- 
urer and county auditor. 


The 21-page declaration, 


prepared by the group's 
legal counsel, C. Robert 
Ferguson of Pasadena 
claims the city, the rede- 
velopment agency and the 
EDC have failed on 
numerous counts to com- 
ply with the state Com- 
munity 
Redevelopment 


Law. 


It charges, among other 


things, that at the public 
hearing on June 24, the 
City Council did not: 


—Set forth a proposed 


method of financing in 
sufficient detail to deter- 
mine economic feasibility 
of the redevelopment plan. 


—Rule upon, or over- 


rule, written or oral objec- 
tions presented; 


The suit charges that 


EDC's executive vice 
president, Jim Hankla, 
former executive assistant 
to City Manager John 
Mansell; is still paid by 
the city and alleges the 
EDC board includes mem- 
bers who own property on 
the Westside area, thereby 
constituting a conflict of 
interest. 


Probably the most sig- 


nificant issue is the much- 
discussed Langdon & Wil- 
son 
"plan," 
which 


suggests street patterns, 
setbacks and design stand- 
ards for the project area 
and was prepared by the 
Orange County firm under 
a contract with the EDC. 


Plaintiffs charge con- 


tents of the document 
were withheld—that it was 
"concealed information 
which plaintiffs and the 
Project Area Committee 
were entitled to have." 


"Petition alleges abuse 
of power and authority" 


—Make a finding of 


blight, therefore "has no 
finding of public purpose." 


—Give notice to a sub- 


stantial number of real 
property owners in the 
project area. 


The complaint also 


charges that the redevel- 
opment plan does not show 
by diagram and in general 
terms the approximate 
amount of open space, 
street layout or property 
to be devoted to public 
purposes and does not pre- 
scribe requirements to be 
met by existing property 
owners who seek to reen- 
ter business in the project 
area. 


• The petition alleges, fur- 
ther, that the EDC, 
profiting and marketing 
arm for the project, is "an 
unlawful delegation 
and 


an abuse of power and au- 
thority." 


The study, now referred 


to by the dissenting west- 
siders as "the no-plan," is 
probably what prompted 
the suit in the first place. 
The plaintiffs 
contend 


there should have had 
input in formulating the 
proposals—"or whatever 
they are." 


The EDC has explained 


repeatedly that the so-call- 
ed "plan" is not a plan at 
all, but rather a technical 
study of the area's utility 
patterns, street system 
and employment potential 
and was meant only to 
suggest guidelines and 
recommendations for fu- 
ture planning processes; 


"It's a matter of seman- 


tics," said one. "No 
specific plans can be ap- 
proved without first hold- 
ing public hearings before 
the planning commission, 
the redevelopment agency 
and the City Council." 


Adequate communica- 


tion—or the lack of it- 
appears to be the major 
cause for most of the con- 
flict and frustration. 


The problem is not 


exclusive to Long Beach; 
it's happening all over the 
nation. City and citizenry 
are groping with "seman- 
tics" and plans that may 
never get off the ground in 
Nashville, Seattle, San 
Diego and New York. 


A Ford 
Foundation 


study states that in most 
urban areas, meaningful 
citizen input "remains an 
ideal many bow to and 
most trip over," and that 
"seeking 
a 
common 


ground between public 
officials and citizens to 
deal with problems of 
mutual concern has been a 
much slower process than 
anticipated." 


But the study contends, 


"unless citizens are kept 
informed and invited to 
participate, a project may 
be viewed as suspect at 
best and at worst as a 
conspiracy." It adds: 


"Mechanisms must be 


found to enable citizens to 
state their views on large 
issues before public poli- 
cies, plans or projects are 
fixed." 


It's a lesson Long Beach 


needs to learn. Now. Be- 
fore it's too late. 


Long Beach citizens 


have long complained that 
public officials have not 
met their obligation to 
solve the city's problems 
of urban blight, its ailing 
downtown and 
creeping 


deterioration. 


Now, however, few can 


deny that the city is mak- 
ing every effort to meet 
the challenge head-on, at- 
tempting to solve the mul- 
titudinous problems in its 
downtown and industrial 


The redevelopment law, 


it has been reasoned, is 
the only tool which pro- 


vides the financial and 
technical tools to make it 
all work. 


"Our city government 


has demonstrated a will- 
ingness to let local busi-

In addition to unpunished deserters* the clemency 


program is for men convicted of draft dodging, being 
punished for desertion and for uncorivicted draft dodg- 
ers. Of the 5,355 men processed so far, 2,879 have taken 
jobs. 


Unpunished deserters were handled by the Defense 


Department, unpunished draft dodgers by the Justice 
Department. Both of these parts of the program have 
been completed. But men convicted of draft dodging or 
being punished for desertion are handled by the Presi; 
dential Clemency Board, and its, part of the program is 
'stiUunfinished. 


Of all three parts of the program, the Clemency 


Board has had the most applicants — 21,000 in all. It has 
until Sept. 15 to complete its work. So far it has found 
nearly 6,000 applicants ineligible, recommended outright 
pardons for about 6,000 others, recommended pardons 
conditioned on work periods for about 6,000 more and 
denied pardons to about 700. 


When the board completes its work and the Presi- 


dent acts on its recommendations, a more complete 
picture will emerge of how many men who joined the 


program actually take jobs and complete them. 


Only'130 processed by (he board have reported for 


jobs, because most of the 6,000 so designated by the 
board are still awaiting concurrence by the President or 
are still within the 30-day deadline for reporting after 
Ford acts. Seven have completed their job assignments. 


Board Chairman Charles E. Goodell says "it is too 


early to tell" how many who signed up with the board 
intend to perform'jobs, although all.agreed to do so 
when they applied. 


The Justice Department portion of the program for 


draft dodgers has a low dropout rate, only 19 of the 722 
who signed up. Those who don't complete their jobs still 
can be prosecuted for draft evasion. Some of the drop- 
outs have fled the country to avoid this. 


So far, 52 of those in the' Department of Defense 


portion of the program have completed job assignments, 
and 10 under the Department .of Justice portion. The 
work periods averaged 20 months for these, but the 
Clemency Board has given only a few more than 12 
months.

iast'tnonth said Dymally drew $7,000 as 
an unauthorized salary from the Urban 
'Affairs Institute, which he founded in 
"1968 while a state senator. The center 
was dissolved in 1973.

Dymally has said there was nothing 


improper about the salary and has pro- 
duced canceled checks to show he repaid 
the money. He has denied other allega- 
tions in the Times article. 


!n his speech, Dymally did not refer 


specifically to the Times allegations. But 
he said: 


"A private detective has been follow 


Ing me, checking my master's thesis to 
see if 1 wrote it myself and all they could 
find was some dispute I had with the 
Ford Foundation." 


The Ford Foundation funded the 


Urban Affairs Institute. 


Questioned later about the detective, 


Dymally said he was not saying the 
Tunes had hired one. But he said "a 
Washington source" had told him a 
detective was investigating matters like 
his master's thesis and "where I've been 
sleeping." 


Dymally, California's first black lieu-

his old Detroit local, which he plan- 
ned to use as a springboard to 
regain national power, he was 
openly denounced before 300 execu- 
tives of the Culinary Workers 
Union meeting in San Francisco by 
President Edward Hanley. 


"Hanley said Hoffa wasn't fit to 


be in the labor movement...it really 
shook up the crowd...you could 


(Continued from Pg.

body knows much about Hanley ex- 
cept that he grew up on the streets 
of Chicago...is a gCod friend of 
Mayor Daley's...flies around in his 
own private jet..,and is smart."

Workers locals into larger locals 
and ultimately bring all of them 
into the Teamsters Union. .

They, stayed 
there until the news hit the papers 
that Hoffa had disappeared;" 


But just this week, he claims, 


the two met again—this lime in 
New York with George Meaney, 
head of the AFL-CIO, the union 
that had thrown out the Teamsters 
following legislative hearings in the 
mid 1950s that outlined the union's 
ties to organized crime. 


"We understand Hanley was 


offered a vice presidency of the 
AFL-CIO, but was going to turn it 
down unless the Teamsters were 
taken back into the union."

Aiitiserum 
for hepatitis 


BOSTON (AP) — Medical researchers here say they 


have developed a; new antiserum for one type of hepati- 
tis, a severe and sometimes fatal liver disorder. 
, 


The drug was tested in 15 hospitals on 800 medical 


workers who accidentally exposed themselves to infec- 
tion by pricking themselves with contaminated hypoder^ 
rnic needles or other means, according to Dr. George F. 
Grady, associate professor at Tults Medical School. 


Grady said a large number of those workers would 


normally be expected to contract Type B hepatitis, even 
with the traditional treatment to prevent the disease ^ 
an injection of gamma globulin. 


But after injection of the new antiserum, only 50 of 


the 800 — 6Vi per cent — came down with hepatitis, 
Grady said. 
- 


He said the workers were divided into three groups. 


One group received a high dosage of the new drug, one 
received a medium dosage and the third a low dosage. 


Of those injected with a low dosage, 7 per cent got 


the disease, while 5 per cent on the medium dosage and•'. 
2 per cent on the high,dosage got hepatitis, he said. 


Gamma globulin, a blood component which contains 


a variety of antibodies, administered to prevent hepati- 
tis can often cause the disease, Grady said. He said the 
new antiserum can also result in infection, but less 
frequently than gamma globulin; 


A STUDY by Dr. Alfred M. Prince of the New York, 


Blood Center showed that 25 per cent of persons without 
'hepatitis got it after receiving injections of gamma'" 
globulin and 7.9 per cent got the disease after injections 
of the new drug, Grady said in an interview. 
<• 


.The new antiserum is a mixture Of antibodies froni 


the blood of people who have been exposed to the virus: 
Grady said about one in 10 people carries the antibodies, 
but only one in a thousand has them in a' concentration 
high enough for use in the antiserum. 


Grady said another New York Blood Center study 


• showed that the antiserum is more effective in protects 


ing against hepatitis when injected prior to exposure, v j. 


That project involved 614 patients and medicaly 


personnel in 30 artificial, kidney centers across the~ 
country. Patients undergoing treatment on artificial 
kidney machines run a high risk of contracting hepatitis:" 


THE RISK also is high among people who get 


frequent blood transfusions, and the disease is an occu-.. 
pational hazard of doctors, nurses and other health care' 
personnel exposed to victims and to needles contaminat-i 
ed with the virus.

Hepatitis.is believed to afflict 500,000 to one million 


Americans each year, causing about 7,000 deaths. There 
are basically two types of hepatitis, Type A and Type B. 
Type A is less severe and is most likely to strike 
children.

nouncement Monday by 
George Meany, president 
of the AFL-C10, could 
have already set into mo- 
tion a food price spiral in 
this country. 


By casting the national 


spotlight on the issue, 
Meany gave the food 
industry 
more 
than 


enough excuse to raise 
prices, then pin the blame 
on the unions, the Rus- 


sians, President Ford, or 
some combination of the 
three, critics of the boy- 
cott charged. 


Secretary of Agriculture 


Earl Butz said Thursday 
that retail food prices 
would, indeed rise partly 
because of sales of rough- 
ly 10 million tons of grain 
to the Soviet Union in 
July. 


However, Agriculture 


Department 
economist 


Donald Paarlberg said, 
world crop conditions, 
weather and American ex- 
ports to other countries 
have more effect on retail 
food prices than "our 
modest sales to the Soviet 
Union." Sales to Japan, 


the biggest loreign buyer 
of American wheat and 
corn, have far more eco- 
nomic impact, he said, 
adding, "but that isn't as 
visible and it isn't as emo- 
tional. 


So far, the Russians 


have purchased roughly

ly that tliis year's harvest 
will fare as poorly as that 
of 1972, which brought in 
only 168 million tons.

is saying to what precise 
extent. 


Output has been further 


hampered by some of the 
perennial inefficiencies of 
Soviet agriculture. This 
year, the most noticeable 
has been a widespread 
lack of spare parts that 
has left critical farm ma- 
chinery idle. ' 


The Russian people 


have not been told that 


, their government is shop- 
1 ping abroad for 
grain. 


• 
Though such purchases 


fi from the United States 


and other Western coun- 
tries are now reported at 
about 16.5 million tons, 
they have been totally 
'ignored by the Soviet 
.press. 


Instead, the newspapers 


have confined themselves 
generally to pointing out 
.local successes and short- 
comings among the 48,000 
! Soviet collective and state 
farms, urging farmers "to 
gather the harvest to the 
last ear, to the last grain, 
and not to waste anything 
that has been grown" .— 


as the government news- 
paper Izvestia put it in a 
front-page editorial earlier 
this week. 


THOUGH 
production 


has reportedly increased 
45 per cent in the last dec- 
ade, Soviet agriculture re- 
mains vulnerable because 
of its geographical loca- 
tion and often severe 
climactic conditions. 


Resulting 
problems 


have been worsened by 
low productivity on many 
collective and state farms, 
inflexible central planning 
and poor logistical sup- 
port. About a third of the 
Soviet labor force is em- 
ployed in the agricultural 
sector as compared with 4 
per cent in the U.S. 


Moscow's interest in 


buying grain abroad is 
based mainly on its efforts 
to pump quality feed 
grains into a livestock 
expansion program that 
''will add more meat to the 
starchy 
Soviet 
diet. 


Staples like corn and soy- 
bean cannot be grown as 
efficiently here because of 
the climate. 


The Soviet leadership 


plowed 95 million rubles 
into agricultural produc- 
tion from 1970-1975-a 250 
per cent increase over the 
38 million rubles spent in 
1961-65. The ruble is now 
officially pegged at $1.36. 


As "a result, according to 


Fyodor Kulakov, the 
.Communist Party's secre- 
tary for farm affairs, the 
last 10 years have seen an 
80 per cent increase in 
meat production, a more 
than 100 per cent jump in 
egg production and a 50 
per cent increase in milk 
output. 


ACCORDING to U.S. 


statistics, the average 
Soviet citizen wll eat about 
129 pounds of meat this 
year, compared to 90 
pounds 10 years ago. But 
he still will eat only half 
as much as his American 
counterpart, who will con- 
sume more than 242 
pounds in 1975. 


Some Western agricul- 


tural specialists also feel 


the Kremlin is unwilling to 
cut back on bread supplies 
to consumers during the 
psychologically important 
windup of the current five- 
year plan. 


They note further that 


the Soviet Union has been 
simultanesously an im- 
porter and exporter of 
grain, shipping some 
stocks to Cuba, Eastern 
Europe and even North 
Korea while importing 
other stocks from abroad. 
Occasionally, the grain 
has been routed directly 


from one country to anoth- 
er. 


Moscow's domestic tar- 


get this year is 215,7 mil- 
lion tons. The Soviet Union 
does not give over-all 
progress reports, but the 
U.S. Agriculture Depart- 
ment, which has sent 
several grain inspection 
teams here under an 
exchange-of-information 
agreement, has estimated 
Soviet harvest prospects 
as low as 180 million tons.

LISBON, Portugal (AP) 


— The commander of 
Portugal's central mili- 
tary region,. an opponent 
of Premier Vasco Gon- 
calves, ordered his men to 
stage surprise maneuvers 
Saturday as the beleaguer- 
ed pro-Communist leader 
battled for his political 
life. 


Diplomatic sources said 


they had learned that 
other military units were 
on alert, while air force 
planes 
were ordered 


grounded as a precaution- 
ary measure to calm fears 
amid persistent reports of 
an impending coup d'etat. 


President Francisco da 


Costa Gomes, reported by 
sources to be haunted by 
fear of a civil war, sum- 
moned rival military 
chiefs to a meeting, but it 
ended without official an- 
nouncement. Grounds for 
a 
compromise 
seemed 


narrow as moderate offi- 
cers were authoritatively 
described as determined 
to remove Goncalves — by 
force if necessary. 


The moderates have 


given the president until 
Tuesday to dismiss his 
premier or risk an armed 
revolt by troops loyal to 
security chief Gen. Otelo 
Saraiva de Carvalho, who 
shares rule of Portugal in 
a triumvirate with Costa 
Gomes and Goncalves. 


Just as determined to 


remain was Goncalves, 
who brought Communist 
supporters from the mili- 
tary to the talks in the 
presidential palace. 


Moderates claim that 90 


per cent of the population 
and 85 per cent of the 


army want to force Gon- 
calves from office. 


Costa Gomes, who has 


indicated that Gonealves' 
government might only 
last a few more days, 
earlier Saturday took con- 
trol of 30,000 national and 
municipal police from 
Carvalho in an apparent 
move to head off any mili- 
tary move against the 
premier. 


At the same time, Gon- 


calves won backing from 
several military groups. 
The National Commission 
of Sergeants and air force 


sergeants pledged support 
for him, while the navy 
and the air force an- 
nounced that the marines 
and paratroopers had pull- 
'ed out of COPCON, Car- 
valho's security unit, and 
put themselves under the 
authority of their chiefs of 
staff. 


Meanwhile, Goncalves' 


political opponents report- 
edly neared completion of 
an alternative government 
that would be headed by 
Gen. 
Carlos Fabiao, the 


army chief of staff and a 
moderate leftist.

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Rangers eliminate ^incorrigible' bears

- Six 


bears have been killed by 
Yosemite National Park 
rangers so far this year as 
part of a major effort to 
bring the park's growing 
bear problem under con- 
trol. 


The animals — all Cali- 


fornia black bears, which 
are much smaller and less 
aggressive than a grizzly 
bear — have been hu- 
manely put to sleep with a 
drug that causes a sense 
of euphoria before death. 


Park officials have em- 


barked on an ambitious 
program of identifying, 
tagging and relocating 
bears that make any kind 


of trouble for totirists in 
the valley. 


And they — the bears, 


that is — are.given three 
chances and a special 
tribunal before the last 
step hi the beir manage- 
ment program is taken. 


So careful has the Na- 


tional Park Service been 
not to arouse undue public 
commotion that it uses the 
most sophisticated and 
painless car'.we weapons 
possible in catching the 
"last step" candidates. 


The public relations as- 


pect of the program is so 
sensitive that the wardens 
who dispatch the aggres- 
sive bruins are called 
"animal control techni- 
cians" not hunters. 


Says Dick Rigelhuth, 


director of the program: 


"We don't enjoy this 


job. We do it to keep the 
bears from taking over the 
park, from seriously hurt- 
ing people and from doing 
a lot of serious damage to 
private property." 


Rigelhuth says his men 


much prefer to do every- 
thing possible to rehabili- 
tate the most pesky bears 
before they take any seri- 
ous steps. 


First, 
bears 
that 


damage cars, tents, trail- 
ers or other property, are 
tranquUized, identified, 
tagged with a color-coded 
shield and then trucked as 
far away from the main 
valley staging area as 


possible, without leaving 
the park. 


Those which find their 


way back a second lime 
are shipped out again, 
even farther away. 


If, however, they ven- 


ture back for yet another 
confrontation with tourists 


or rangers, it win very 
likely be their last. 


Before the kill order 


goes out, however, Rigel- 
huth and assistant park 
superintedent John G-ode 
first review the bear's 
case history to make sure 
it is beyond hope of rcha- 
bilitatlon.

The investigation was spurred 


by a statement in the Rockefeller 
Commission's report on the CIA 
that "in at least 14 instances, in- 
volving 16 people, the CIA obtained 
access to information on individual 
federal income tax returns." 


The 
Rockefeller Commission 


report indicated that the 16 persons 
were involved with the CIA. It said 
"the agency was apparently seek- 
ing information which would indi- 
cate possible connections between

Waters' death as an apparent sui- 
cide, but the case was turned over 
to the sheriff's homocide bureau for 
routine investigation.

Poor land inhabitants9 real 
income growth said ^doomed9

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


World Bank r (ported Saturday that 
current economic problems appar- 
ently have doomed the poorest na- 
tions to only marginal growth in 
their inhabitants' real incomes for 
the rest of this decade.. 


The bank pointed out that 


lower-income nations — those with 
annual per capita incomes of $200 
or less — generally depend on ex- 
ports of raw materials for 
economic growth and must import 
food and fuel and petroleum-based 
fertilizers. 


Thus, the recessions in the 


industrialized countries, the sharp 
price increases by oil-exporting na- 
tions and modest harvests have de- 
pressed the value of exports from 
most underdeveloped nations while 
driving up the cost of products they 
must import. 


"For the billion people living in 


lower-income countries, the eco- 
nomic events of the past year have 
meant that average real incomes 
have not risen at all," the World 
Bank said. "Current projections 
indicate that their real incomes 
may grow by less than 1 per cent 
for the rest of the decade.',' 


Growth in real income is com- 


puted by adjusting .total income 
growth for the, effects of inflation. 
The bank said developing countries 
with per capita incomes of more 
than $200 were able to maintain a 4 


per cent real growth rate in the 
past year because the relatively 
richer nations were able to borrow 
heavily. 


The bank said more external 


assistance is needed. It also urged 
a reexamination of means 
for 


maintaining the value of exports 


f r o m poorer nations, such: as 
through international agreements 
on commodity supplies or prices:'. 


The analysis was contained in 


the annual report from the World 
Bank, which was created to provide 
development loans to poorer na- 
tions.

Yorba Linda, La Habra and 
Placentia, according to APCD offi- 
cials. 


Another first-stage warning 


was issued an hour later when 


ozone levels of .22 parts per million 
were recorded in the Pomona-Wal- 
nut area ami western Riverside 
County, officials added. They said a 
.26-parts-per-miIlion reading was 
taken in the San Bernardino Valley. 


Officials said the advisories 


mean that children, elderly persons 
and persons with respiratory ail- 
ments should restrict their physical 
activity, that fires are banned and 
that driving should be limited to 
essential trips. 


The advisories, issued when 


ozone levels average .20 parts per 
millioiyfor an hour, were rescinded 
later in the afternoon when the 
smog levels dropped, APCD offi- 
cials added.

As he turned his back on the cluster of II Japanese,

signing took place, suddenly became aware of the 
steady drone of many aircraft. As the drone grew into a 
deafening roar we watched an armada of 400 B29s and 
1,500 carrier planes parade into sight, sweeping over the 
383 American and 18 British ships in the bay.

Harbor.

On the street, 
he usually has three body- 
guards and never fewer 
than two cars. 


Most of the time, Rizzo

He frequently uses his

"Mary One" — to inform 
police and other city de- 
partments of abandoned 
cars, inoperative traffic 
signals or drunks curled 
up in doorways. 


When the Rizzo motor- 


. cade arrives at its destina- 
tion, police are already 
stationed at key positions. 
They have preformed ad- 
vance security and have 
reserved a parking place 
for the Lincoln and the 
"backup" car. 


If it is raining, a body- 


guard will protect the 
mayor with one of three 
umbrellas purchased from 
petty cash for $22.30. 


Rizzo usually lunches at 


city expense with at least 
one guest at one of four 
restaurants — Stratford 
Gardens in the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel, the Urban 
Club in the Perm Central 
suburban station building, 


the Midday Club in the Fi- 
delity Building or Stouff- 
er's in Penn Center. 


Typical of these lunch- 


eons was one on July 5, 
1974, when he hosted 
members of the City Char- 
ter Revision Commission 
at the Betlevue. The tab 
was $47.92. This included 
Rizzo's customary 20-per 
cent tip. 


Since taking office, 


Rizzo has spent $13,634 on 
lunches and dinners — an 
average of $-1,500 a year. 
The budget for him and 
his staff in the present 
fical year has jumped to 
$10,500. 


Unlike his predecessor, 


former Mayor James H.J. 
Tate. Kizzo rarely travels 
out of town. In fiscal year 
1971, for example, Tate's 
budget set aside $15,350 
for "travel by the mayor 
and members of his staff 
to conferences." 


The present Rizzo budg- 


et sets aside only $2,600 
for such travel.

Coastal waters held cleaner

coastal waters are clean-

"We 
generally just present the 
facts to concerned people 
— environmentalists, law- 
givers, politicians and the.

CWRP's 
just-issued 


annual report indicates,, 
among other things, that a 
comparison of pollutants 
discharged into Southern 
California oceans shows a 
decline between 1971 and 
1974, "small but steady 
improvements from year 
to year." 


Quantities of DDT pesti- 


cide "dropped dramatical- 
ly," due to what was call- 
, ed "control of the source." 
Presence of this chemical 
in pelican eggs, which 
were seriousy weakened to 
a point of collapse by the 
substance, 
has been 


blamed in many quarters 
for a recent decline of that 
sea bird. 


And, the report points 


out, "the number of (fish 
and other marine crea- 
tures) inhabiting local 
waters continues to grow 
until the number of kinds 
(observed) is around 500 
and the number of species 
exceeds 4,000." 


"In a cautionary vein, 


the document repeats 
earlier reports of a fin dis- 
ease effecting certain fish. 
Found in large quantities 
in waters near sewage dis- 
charge lines, these fish, 
particularly Dover Sole, 
seemingly are succeptible 
to a condition destroying 
their fins. Studies are con- 
tinuing, it was said. 


The project was organ- 


ized in'1969 to scientifical- 


ly study offshore pollution 
problems in an area ex- 
tending 
from 
Pt. 


Concepcion to the Mexican 
border. Sponsored under a 
joint powers agreement 
between cities, counties 
and various sanitation dis- 
tricts, CWRP particularly 
is Interested in questions 
involving the discharge 
into the sea of municipal 
wastes. 


It also carries out re- 


sarch projects for slate 
and federal governments 
in the areas of marine 
biology, chemistry and 
engineering. 


Bascom, drawing on his 


own research and that of 
his scientific colleagues, 
views oceans differently 
than those zealots who 
talk of preserving the 
world's watery regions in 
some nebulous kind of 
pristine purity. 


In the first place, he 


said, changeable oceans 
are "neither 'pure' nor the 
same everywhere. Al- 
ready contained within 
their depths are vast 
amounts of metals, oxy- 
gen, nutrients and other 
chemicals." Almost every 
variety of 
"pollutants" 


known naturally 
are 


present in the deep, he 
added. 


And although "no one 


would, dispute the wisdom 
of protecting the sea and 
its life against harm from 
man's waste," Bascom 
reitered his belief that 
Oceania actually is in far 
less danger than may be 
alleged by some ecology 
zealots. 


His view is optimistic: 


"In spite of worldwide dis- 
charge of wastes, changes 
in the 'ocean as a whole 
are insignificant... and it 
would take about 5,000 
years to double the aver- 
age levels of most trace 
materials if present world- 
wide rates of discharge 
continue." 


Petroleum products per- 


haps are the most contro- 


versial marine pollutant, 
he said, with oil from 
ships the most serious 
problem. But successful 
anti-oil strategems do 
exist, and the needed In- 
gredient now is a system 
of international controls to 
assure their faithful use. 


In a recent article for 


Scientific American maga- 
zine, Bascom proposed 
certain basic suggestions 
to help protect both land 
and sea. Among these: 


—"Avoid the assump- 


tion that anything added 
to the ocean is necessarily 
harmful and consider 
what substances 
might 


cause damage and elimi- 
nate excesses of them." 


—"Rigorously 
prohibit 


disposal in the ocean of all 
manmade radioactive 
materials, DDT (and other 
chemically 
sophisticated 


pesticides), other synthetic 
materials against which 
marine organisms have no 
natural defenses." 


-"Work to obtain inter- 


national cooperation in 
prohibiting ships from 
disposing of litter or oil 
•and 
from 
pumping 


bilges." 


^-"Set aside ocean 


areas of deep water and 
slow current where cer- 
tain materials 
can be 


dumped with minimal 
damage." 


And "support additional 


researcB on the effect of 
pollutants on the ocean 
and its life." 


That final proviso .might 


well overcome one of the 
bigger problems in ocean 
management. For in Has- 
cpm's view, without get- 
ting specific, too many 
regulatory or protective 
laws of recent years were 
drafted by people possess- 
ing an "inadequate knowl- 
edge of the sea." 


As a result, "It is possi- 


ble that a great effort will 
be made to comply with 
laws that will do little to 
make the ocean cleaner."

Senate unit urges

Scott, once an invest- 


ment banker, bon vivant, 
world traveler, glanced at 
them with disdain: "Other 
men would beg to be let 
out. 'Please, please parole 
me,' they'd say. They'd 
crawl. Well, let those poor 
suckers out. 


"I'm not free yet, but 


I'm going to be. And I will 
ram it down their damn 
throats. They will never 
do this to anyone again." 


After years of legal bat- 


tles, Scott has asked the 
California Supreme Court 


LEONARD SCOTT 
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for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 


He contends that there 


was no corpus delicti — 
evidence of a crime; that 
the circumstantial evi- 
dence against him was 
insufficient for a murder 
conviction; that the trial 
court had no Jurisdiction; 
and that his right to due 
process was violated by 
the judge's and prosecu- 
tor's comments about his 
not taking the stand in his 
own defense. 


The judge told the jury 


it might reasonably infer 
guilt from his refusaKto 
testify. 


AFTER a long and high- 


ly publicized trial, Scott 
was convicted in Los An- 
geles in 1957 of murdering 
his 63-year-old wife who 
disappeared May 16, 1955. 
She was worth about $850,- 
000, most of which Scott 
says he put in her name. 


He was her seventh hus- 


band, Scott says, and she 
was his second wife. 


Although her body was 


never found, partial den- 
tures and an old pair of 
glasses were found in the 
backyard of their elegant 
Brentwood home. Charred 
bits of a woman's clothing 
were found in an Incinera- 
tor. 


But her brother testified 


that on the day of her 
disappearance 
he 
saw 


Mrs. Scott putting luggage 


in her car. Other wit- 
nesses said during the 
trial they had seen her in 
various parts of the coun- 
try, in Canada and Mexi- 
co. 


Scolt said he didn't re- 


port her missing because 
she had disappeared be- 
fore and he had hired his 
own investigators. 


He was indicted on 


charges of forgery in han- 
dling her estate. The 
charges later were drop- 
ped. He fled to Canada 
and was arrested at the 
border after a year-long 
manhunt. 


In the meantime, Scott 


had been indicted on 
charges of murdering his 
wife. 


He tells a tale of terror 


and implies he was forced 
to flee because his life was 
in danger. He says there 
was a conspiracy to get 
him out of the way, to kill 
him or put him behind 
bars and to claim his 
' wife's money. 


He does not Identify the 


alleged conspirators. 


HE WAS kidnaped and 


beaten up for 19 hours by 
men who wanted him to 
stop searching for her, he 
said. He said he was fol- 
lowed day and night by 
goons, that cars surround- 
ed him and tried to run 
him off the road, that he 
spent night after night in 
different motels to keep 
his whereabouts secret. 


He believes his wife was 


alive long after he was 
convicted of her murder 
and says she may have 
been kidnaped. 


In 1963, he says, a law- 


yer went to see him in 
prison and wanted him to 
sign papers divorcing Mrs. 
Scott. "I was told to either 
sign or get a shiv in the 
back," said Scott. "But 
how in the hell can you 
divorce a dead woman?" 


Scott, a healthy, distin- 


guished looking man, 
carries a walking cane 
since he injured his hip in 
prison. He implies he 
needs it for protection. 


A model prisoner who 


keeps' to himself, Scott 
first was eligible for pa- 
role in November 1974. He 
says parole officials kept 
presenting him with pa- 
role agreements. 


"Time and again they 


ask me," Scott says, "and 
I keep asking them: 
'From what in hell do you 
propose to parole me?' 
They can't answer. I walk 
out. 


"If I accept the parole 


agreement, I would be 
subject to the jurisdiction 
of someone for the balance 
of my life. Nobody's going 


to tell me whore I can go 
or what I can do. 


"Parole is not a release 


from incarceration. 
You 


can spit on the sidewalk 
and be sent back to prison 
on another charge — pa- 
role 
violation. 
Then 


they've really got you." 


After 17 years in prison, 


Scott still wears his prison 
garb neatly starched and 
creased, with the practice 
of a man accustomed to 
flawless 
tailoring 
and 


handmade suits. 


There's an air of arro- 


gant outrage about him. 
He outlines his case with 
the orecision of a lawver. 


leading up to his points 
with the zeal of a racon- 
teur. 


Scott has filed one ap- 


peal after another and has 
accumulated more than 
500 pounds of legal docu- 
ments. He does not engage 
in prison activities and 
spends virtually all his 
time working on his case 
with the help of a new 


lawyer, William Nestel of 
San Francisco. 


"Scott's trial was a 


black eye for the entire 
judicial system," says 
Nestel. 


"We're going to find, I 


think, that Mrs. Scolt is 
dead. I believe she died 
several years ago. All I 
know is that my client did- 
n't kill her. She was an 


emotionally unstable and 
unbalanced woman who 
fled when she felt there 
were problems she didn't 
want to face. 


"I believe she left, and 


once she saw the problems 
she was undergoing she 
kept on running. The long- 


er she stayed away, the 
worse the problems be- 
came. She was tike a 
frightened animal." 


Mostly, Scott works on 


his own case. For leisure, 
he reads financial maga- 
zines and business books.

Six members of Los An- 


geles' Provision Theatre 
ran around the stage at 
Costa Mesa's South Coast 
Repertory Theater the 
other night for more than 
two hours. Why South 
Coast Repertory let them, 
I'll never understand. 


The title of the piece 


was "America Piece" 
and, apparently, it ran, 
rather slipshod, it seemed, 
through various parts of 
our history, legend and 
allegory. 


The cast of four men 


and two women, clad in 
baggy sweatsuits, appear- 
ed to be a talented one and 
one bounding in energy. It 
made this reviewer tired 
just to watch them, but he 
woke up for the 10-minute 
intermission. 


The characters of this 


mellow drama are un- 
named but are billed as: 
"The Fragmented One," 
"The Worrier," "The Self- 
Punisher," "The Self 
Lover," "The Cynic," and 
"The Drifter." 


Each puts in his bit and 


it comes out blah. 


One of the things the 


cast does best is scream, 
usually unintelligibly. The 
other is a sort of garrulous 
pantomime. 


"America Piece" is

All the works wore inti- 


mate in scale, and, bless- 
edly, the vagaries of the 
Bowl's sound system did 
not damage the most inti- 
mate of all: 
Benjamin 


Britten's "Serenade for 
Tenor, Horn and Strings," 
in which the singer was 
Michael Sells and the hor- 
nist was Barry Tuekwell. 


I FIRST encountered 


the Britten in a music 
theory course. The 1943 
composition was less than 
a decade old. Hardly any- 
one in the class had heard 
it before, and everyone 
forgot about theory in the 
enchantment of the music. 


A fellow student played 


a recording of the Sere- 
nade as a novelty because 
Britten requires that the 
unaccompanied horn solos 
that open and close the 
work be played without 
the use of valves. That is a 
particularly tricky busi- 
ness because one of the 
tones is the seventh over- 
tone. If one believes that 
our scale derives from Na- 
ture, one is forced to 
concede that Nature made 
a fearful mistake when 
she got to the seventh 
overtone. It is hopelessly 
out of tune, though a fine 
hornist can bend it up to- 
ward the tone Nature 
should have reached. 


In "The Craft of Musi- 


cal Composition," Paul 
Hindemith argues that this 
tone can "be introduced 
melodically, if it performs 
a clearly subordinate func- 
tion in filling out the main 
spaces," Using it harmoni- 
cally is out of the question,

Hindemith says, and he 
adds that we will just have 
to accept the wisdom of 
the ancients: that to con- 
quer the number 7 "was to 
become the master or the 
destroyer of the world," 
and that "the holy circle is 
inaccessible." 


BUT IN Britten's use of 


it, the seventh overtone 
does not perform "a clear- 
ly subordinate function in 
filling out the main 
spaces." The tone is in a 
way the climax of those 
horn solos. Its use does not 
quite master or destroy 
the world, but it is power- 
ful; there is something 
ultimately primitive and 
natural about it. 


Tuckwell's performance 


Thursday of those solos — 
and of all the sprightly, 
delicate and difficult horn 
work throughout the Sere- 
nade's six songs — was 
without flaw. So was Sells' 
singing. Every word was 
clear, every tone was per- 
fectly formed, every emo- 
tional nuance was right. 


Conductor Raymond 


Leppard was perhaps a 
shade drier in style than 
Britten himself is when 
conducting the work, but 
the total effect was as 
magical as any night 
music could be. 


TUCKWELL 
also 


played a Mozart E-flat 
Rondo for horn and or- 
chestra. It is even slighter 
than Mozart's horn con- 
certos. I had never heard 
it before. 


Mozart's 
summery 


overture to "The Abduc- 
tion from the Seraglio" 
opened the concert. The 
performance was impec- 
cable. 


Brahms' second sym- 


phony, which ended the 
evening, is unusually light 
for that composer. Lep- 
pard provided an affec- 
tionate reading, with some 
small passion in the slow 
movement, and made of 
the work lovely, mellow 
music to watch the moon 
by.

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Drug offenders pay to help catch pushers

Narcotics violators in Orange 


County have been donating to a 
secret law enforcement fund to 
help police trap dealers who sup- 
plied them with drugs. 


The fund was started in 1972 at 


the suggestion of narcotics officers 
who complained that they often 
needed large sums of money to 
flash around so they could clinch 
deals with offenders. 


Santa 
Ana Superior 
Court 


Judge Byron K. McMillan, then 
presiding in criminal court, agreed 


to start the fund with "donations" 
from narcotics violators. Those 
with money were offered chances 
of donating to the special fund as a 
condition of sentencing. 


In each instance, it was learn- 


ed, the donor made his cash "con- 
tribution" in person directly to the 
bank which held the fund. The 
unique fund—perhaps the only one 
of its kind in any California county 
—now totals $20,000. 


Its existence came to light 


Friday, and upset a select commit- 
tee of county supervisors, Ralph A. 
Diedrich of Fullerfon and Laurence 


J. Schmid of Garden Grove, who 
had named themselves as investi- 
gators of the district attorney's se- 
cret funds. 


They opened the investigation 


after Dist. Ally. Cecil Hicks resist- 
ed the 
supervisorial move to 


transfer 22 of his investigators to 
the sheriff, a move which Hicks 
blocked in court. 


The district attorney said that 


he does not control the so-called 
"flash fund," 
which narcotics 


investigators use only to "flash a 
bankroll" when setting up a "buy" 
of drugs. 


All the money is returned, 


Hicks said, and the fund has never 
lost a cent. During the first year of 
the fund's existence, it was depos- 
ited in the county treasury, but 
since then has been in a bank be- 
cause Auditor Vic Heim protested 
that it was not county money and 
so could not be in the county treas-. 
ury. 


There are at least two other 


funds controlled by the district 
attorney, mostly money from Hie 
federal and state governments for 
narcotics buys, for paying inform- 
ants or providing protection for wit- 
nesses. 


Schmid said that the super- 


visorial committee will demand to 
have details of these funds to see if 
there has been any "mishandling." 


Schmid said that county gener- 


al laws give the supervisors 
authority to supervise secret funds, 
But he said he expects to run into 
difficulty with the judges who think 
differently. 


For his part, Hicks pledged full 


cooperation with the supervisorial 
probers "if the laws permit." 


The district attorney expressed 


distaste for a list of 14 questions 


prepared by Schmid dealing with 
the "flash fund" and said that they 
might well have been asked of him 
privately before Ihey were given to 
the press. 


It was learned that Heim will 


make a report Tuesday to the 
board of supervisors concerning the. 
secret funds. 


Schmid dented that the investi- 


gation of the funds is politically 
motivated and said he and Diedrich 
are not claiming any impropriety.

o glider aims 


for world record

A Long Beach engineer who has 


been flying kite-like hang gliders 
"for a couple of years" will at- 
tempt to set a new world altitude 
record for the fragile craft by 
launching from a balloon five miles 
over the Mojave desert next week- 
end. 


Steve Hodgson, 36, of 1405 E. 


Ocean Blvd., hopes to break the 
existing record by dangling in his 
aluminum strut and sailcloth glider 
from the gondola of a 75,000-cubic- 
foot hot air balloon after it ascends 
to more than 25,000 feet. 


WEARING a parachute, oxygen 


mask and specially made thermal 
clothing resembling an astronaut's 
spacesuit containing radio equip- 
ment, Hodgson will signal balloo- 
nist Gary Cerveny of Glendale to 
release him for the daring glide to 
the desert floor early Saturday or 
Sunday. 


Weather conditions will dictate 


the choice of dates. The huge Class 
VII balloon requires 
minimal 


ground winds during inflation at 
the site near Lancaster. 


Hodgson's glider, a triangular 


Hogallo-type familiar to birdwatch- 
ers at San Pedro's Point Fermin 
cliffs and the sand dunes of Tor- 
ranee Beach, will be furnished by 
the manufacturer, Free-Flight Sys- 
tems of Sylmar. Sponsors of the 
event are two Southland balloo- 
nists' clubs, West Winds and Wind- 
Drilters. 


The purpose of the record-set- 


ting attempt is to demonstrate the 
capabilities of hang gliders and the 
safety-consciousness of their pilots, 
according to Hodgson. 


THE Long Beach gliding en- 


thusiast prepared for the high-alti- 
tude event by qualifying as a para- 
chutist and balloonist as well as 
glider pilot. 


"We are taking no chance on an 


accident," Hodgson explained. "I 
tested the balloon-launching tech- 
nique last month and it worked 
perfectly at 12,000 feet. 


"Originally, my idea was to 


work up gradually to the record 
attempt by trying another launch 
at 18,000 feet, but once you go over 
12,500 you need all kinds of clear- 
ances and equipment, so you might 
as well try for 25,000." 


To launch the glider safely 


from that altitude, the balloon actu- 
ally must go at least 500 feet high- 
er, Hodgson said. 


"THE 
BALLOON has to de- 


scend about 500 feet to inflate the 
glider wings before launching in 
that thin air," he pointed out. "You 
have to be practically flying before 
cutting loose." 


Other safety precautions taken 


by the sponsoring groups for the 
record flight include full altitude 
instrumentation in the 
balloon 


gondola and two-way radio equip- 
ment for communication with the 
glider pilot and ground stations. 
Hodgson also will carry a baro- 
graph altimeter to record the 
flight. 


Military as well as civil avia- 


tion clearance is required for the 
flight, since the balloon is expected 
to drift over nearby Edwards Air 
Force Base before it reaches 
launch altitude about an hour and 
15 minutes after it leaves the 
ground. 


THE CURRENT hang-glider 


altitude record is held by Dennis 
Burton, 22, of Van Nuys. Burton 
launched a Free-Flight 
Systems 


glider from a balloon over Rosa- 
mond, near Lancaster, last June 3. 


The record-holder flew for 30 


minutes and covered 26 miles in the 
descent from 22,500 feet.

There are thousands of miles 


and half a world between Vietnam 
and Long Beach but a magnetic 
center here is helping shrink the 
distance and cushion the cultural 
shock of transplantation. 


Like a minor lodestone, the 


Westside Neighborhood Center has 
in the past three weeks drawn an 
increasing number of refugees to 
its modest, comfortable quarters on 
Willow Street. 


MOST ARE young, in need of 


jobs. Many need English lessons. 
Many drop in each day to talk to 
friends and share a Coke while they 
cheek the job list. 


By word of mouth they learn of 


the center's Asian Family Outreach 
and Manpower programs, of the 
help available at the employment 
office in the same building. They 
arrive to the sound of their own 
language and are greeted by an 
Asian who understands fully their 
need for a feeling of family. 


"Family is more important 


than any Occidental could under- 
stand," explains Manpower Serv- 
ices Director Andres Capitulo, 36, a 
former 
Philippine University 


professor. "All Asians have very 
close family units and it's the same 
feeling in my country as in Viet- 
nam: transplant one of us there or 
vice versa and we would both be at 
home. 


HE CONTINUES: "Equally 


important is a feeling of pride. 
They've lost their country, their 
relatives. They need to have then- 
pride restored, maintained." 


Within the past 21 days Capitulo 


has helped 30 Vietnamese refugees 
in a variety of ways. He's sent 


eight of them to jobs or jobUraining 
programs, three to English classes 
at the nearby Silverado Methodist 
Church. 
! 


He and Mary Arimotp, Asian 


Family Services director, have ad- 
vised the others on housing, finan- 
cial matters, and a variety of mis- 
cellany necessary to copd with a 
strange new environment. • 


He and other center 'workers 


have driven applicants to the site of 
their job interviews and picked 
them up again. 
; 


OF THE 30, only one is on wel- 


fare. The rest are living with rela- 
tives or friends and have savings or 
jobs sufficient to maintain them- 
selves temporarily at least, he 
says. 
; 


The individual stories of those 


who reach the center are: mainly. 
hopeful; only one thus far has had' 
a negative note. 
•. 


This was Phieu Ky, 35, whose 


sponsor refused to give him any 
pocket money so he could get out to 
look for a job. Instead, tKe spon- 
sor's spouse wanted him 'to stay 
around and baby-sit, Capitulo ex- 
plains.

Phieu came to the center with 


his problem, they referred1 him to 
the Max Factor company Where he 
worked for $3.50 an hour for a week 
until they dismissed him because 
he was "too slow."

The center arranged to get 
him a bicycle for transportation, 
and he is now ready to.move into 
his own quarters.

To help with what they say is a 


rapid rise in citizen demands, some 
members of the Long Beach City 
Council have begun hiring assist- 
ants—a move that may violate the 
city charter, according to the city 
attorney. 


"The needs of government and 


of the citizens have been growing in 
number and in complexity," says 
Mayor Thomas Clark, "making the 
assistants mandatory if the council 
is to continue providing the service 
it was elected to do." 


IN ADDITION to the 
three 


secretaries serving the mayor and 
eight council members, three full- 
time aides and two part-time clerk- 
typists have been hired, Clark said. 


Two more aides will probably 


be hired by the end of September, 
he explained. 


Council members Russell Rub- 


ley, Renee Simon and James Wil- 
son each have a full-tune adminis- 
trative assistant. Councilwoman 
Eunice Sato and Councilman Ernie 
Kell have the part-time clerks. 


Councilmen Donald Phillips and 


Wes Carroll Jr. are planning to 
share an aide, and Councilman 
Wallace Edgerton has asked for a" 
full-time assistant. 
I 


THE CITY Budget and Re- 


search Department said that the 
1975-76 budget contains a total of 
$68,000 for new aides. 


Another $50,000 from federal 


employment money has been set 
aside for four administrative assist- 
ant positions (at about $12,000 annu- 
ally) nominally assigned to the city 
manager's staff. 


Clark, who already had a full- 


time secretary as mayor, said he 
was not planning on adding anyone 
to his office. 


In meetings svith City Atty. 


Leonard Putnam, Clark said the 
attorney had approved of the plans 
to hire staff members. 


E.owever, in a memo sent to the 


mayor, Putnam noted that "the 
councilmanic employes should not 
be in the nature of administrative 
help, but rather in the nature of 
clerical employes." 


A 1960 AMENDMENT to the 


city charter gave the mayor and 
council the power to appoint all 
"assistants, secretaries, stenogra- 
phers and clerical help as may be 
deemed necessary to serve in the 
office of the city council and to aid 
them in fulfilling their legislative 
duties..." 


But Putnam added "it becomes 


increasingly clear that where the 
charter speaks of 'assistants, secre- 
taries, stenographers and clerical 
help,' those listings should be con- 
sidered in the nature of clerical as 
distinguished from administrative 
assistants."

ONCE UPON a time there was a brand new 


country called the United States of America and it 
had a five-man State Department with an annual 
budget of $6,500 and a postal system which—in good 
weather—could speed a letter from New York City to 
Washington, D.C., in only eight days. 


The State Department has grown considerably in 


personnel and budget since the year 1790, but the U.S. 
mail system is scarcely faster than it was was when 
the nation took its first census. 


Further, the federal mail service actually report- 


ed a 15,795 surplus in 1790, a fact which must have 
pleased President George Washington and the 540,000 
tax-paying heads of household listed in our first 
official nose count. 


And how dp I know all these things? Well, I 


found out by going to Long Beach Republican head- 


quarters, 3386 Orange Ave., and poring over a thick 
book entitled ' 'Heads of Families," published by the 
Government Printing Office in 1908 in response to a 
congressional directive for a report on the first 
census. 


The first census actually covered only a report of 


56 pages, but you know how government statisticians 
get wrapped up in their work and run on and on. If I 
covered everything they included in "Heads of Fami- 
lies," I would need 3,231,533 columns, or one for each 
citizen recorded in the first census. 


The 1790 census enumerated the inhabitants of 


the present states of Connecticut, Delaware, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, North Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Vermont and Virginia. 


The figures are somewhat shaky, but don't 


blame Uncle Sam for poor arithmetic. Blame the 
British. Returns for the states of Delaware, Georgia, 
Kentucky, New Jersey, Tennessee and Virginia were 
destroyed when the Redcoats burned most of Wash- 
ington in the War of 1812. 


The total population of the U.S. in 17DO—exclu- 


sive of slaves (699,280) and nontaxed Indians—was 
recorded as 3,231,533. And that count covered these 
categories: 


—Free white males, 16 years of age and upward, 


including heads of families.; 


—Free white males under 16. 
—Free white females, including heads of fami- 


lies. 
; 


—All other free persons, including Negroes set 


free. 


Slavery is a terrible blot on our history. But even 


in 1790, there were some encouraging developments. 
By the date of the first federal census, laws providing 
for the extinction of slavery had been put into opera- 
tion in all states north of Maryland, with the 
exception of New York and New Jersey. 


The only persons listed by name in the first 


census were heads of families, male and female. 
There were some 540,000 of these, and the rule of 
thumb in the count was just under six persons per 
head of family. 


The occupation count showed 5,642 engaged in 


agriculture, 28,071 in the professions, 123,751 in 
domestic and personal services, 152,262 in the trades 
and trades and transportation, and 259,195 Americans 
in manufacturing and mechanical work. 


We were a nation made up of bakers and confec- 


tioners, blacksmiths, brewers, brickmakers, cabinet- 
makers, printers, tailors, tinsmiths, weavers, wheel- 
wrights, 
ropemakers, stonecutters, 
bookbinders, 


leather curriers, tanners and metalsmiths. We were 


soldiers, sailors, hunters, trappers, midwives, bar- 
maids, stagecoach drivers. We were skilled, 
nonskilled, journeymen workers and indentured ap- 
prentices. 


Now and then a male would list his occupation 


simply as "gentleman," which suggests that idlers, 
brothers-in-law and remittance men were on the 
scene in 1790, grabbing at euphemisms to camouflage 
their bumhood. 


In 1790, we circulated 96 newspapers and seven 


periodicals. Correspondents never signed their own 
names. They were Publicola, Nestor, Cicero or some 
such, names chosen to buttress their erudition. 


Enumerators were paid $1 for every 150 persons 


they counted. A $200 fine was the penalty for enumer- 
ators who cheated. 


The First Census Act was passed by the second 


session of the First Congress and was signed into law 
by President Washington on March 1, 1790. Things 
haven't been the same since, though we might long 
for a government that could bring off a census for 
only 4-1,377—and without the aid of computers.

SACRAMENTO — Decision No. 84729 


of the California Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, dated Aug. 1,1975, offers a brief and 
terrifying glimpse of that world in which 
we now live, in which consumers are be- 
wildered bystanders to events beyond their 
capacity to control. 


The decision approves an application 


by the Southern California Gas Co. for a 
rate increase so its affiliate, the Pacific 
Lighting Gas Development Co., can par- 
ticipate in a financing agreement with the 
Atlantic Richfield Co., so another affiliate, 
Pacific Interstate Transmission Co., can 
have the "exclusive right to negotiate" 
with ARCO for natural gas it owns in 
Alaska. Follow that? 


SpCal and PIT, by the way, are identi- 


fied in the decision as wholly owned sub- 
sidiaries of Pacific Lighting System. 


Some facts: 
1. There is a demand for natural gas. It 


is used to heat water, warm homes and 
cook food, and for various commercial 
purposes. 


2. The sources of natural gas now being 


produced do not, we are told, have the 


capacity to meet projected demands. 


3. Natural gas is found where oil is 


found, and can be extracted when oil is 
extracted. 


4. There is considerable oil in the Prud- 


hoe Bay region in northern Alaska; hence, 
there are large quantities of gas there.

. There undoubtedly are some 
public officials in this general 
area who expect the citizens of 
Long Beach to be jumping up and 
.down in joyful tribute to a deci- 
sion made this past week by the 
directors of the Southern Califor- 
nia Rapid Transit District.

We admit that we have at least 


replaced a questioning frown with 
a slight smile since the directors 
declared that it was their inten- 
tion to construct the first leg of a 
starter rapid transit district line 
from downtown Long Beach to 
Union Station in downtown Los 
Angeles. 


• 
;; '•• THE DIRECTORS, by this ac- 
tion, apparently have settled an 
ancient argument as to where the 
first segment of the long-dreamed- 
of transit system will go. 


The directors also indicated 


they would select the second (or 
northerly) leg of the starter line 
within the next month. 
: This northerly segment figures 
in a dispute between downtown 
Los Angeles interests and the rest 
of the basin. Downtown L.A. inter- 
ests, you may recall, are trying 
hard to get the first (and perhaps 
only big) chunk of money for tran- 
sit committed to a short line from 
downtown out Wilshire Boulevard. 
Much of that line would be a very 
expensive tunnel. Its length would 
be about 24 miles, as contrasted to 
a!J53-mile route favored by the 
county, the RTD board and most 
cither cities outside Los Angeles. 
'THERE MAY BE some room 
for compromise between two 
pians for movement north of 
downtown Los Angeles so that 
more people can be served and 
costs can be kept within available 
funds.

sit will solve pollution, get people 
out of cars, change our lifestyles, 
etc. 


But hard facts showing these 


things to be true are hard to come 
by- 


Nobody yet knows just how 


much it will cost to build this 
starter line. Nobody yet knows 
how much the rolling stock will 
cost, or exactly where the money 
for it will come from. Nobody yet 
knows, how many people will ride 
the system. Nobody yet knows 
how much fare box revenue will 
be produced. Nobody yet knows 
how much it will cost in fuel or 
wages to run the system. 


IF YOU LOOK at the history of 


other rapid transit systems, you 
can bet that construction will cost 
considerably more than current 
horseback guesses. You can bet 
the system won't work as well as 
forecast. You can also bet it won't 
carry as many people as predict- 
ed and that costs of operation will 
be considerably higher 
than 


guessed. 


And you can he darned sure 


that the folks who will be called 
upon to pay the bills for these 
things are the good old taxpayers. 


It may well be true, as the 


planners say, that we must have 
mass rapid rail transit to keep our 
metropolitan area from strangling 
in auto traffic. 


But we'd like to see the experts 


come up with some hard facts on 
that, and on cost, and present 
them to the public in easily under- 
stood terms. Maybe the public is 
ready to buy transit with its at- 
tendant costs. Maybe not. Right 
now the taxpayer has no really 
valid information to use in decid- 
ing. 


IN THE MEANTIME, we are 


pleased that if the starter line is 
to be constructed it apparently 
will connect the two largest cities 
and will serve more than down- 
town Los Angeles interests. 


Under those circumstances, it 


is probably justified for Long 
Beach to commit its gasoline tax 
funds to the project. 


But we aren't quite ready to 


lead the citizenry in dancing in 
the streets over the transit situa- 
tion. Maybe we will he when some 
more facts are known. Until then, 
we'll stick with a small smile.

Resuming 
relations 
with Cuba 


HAVANA — There is a more relaxed 


attitude in Cuba these days toward the 
United States, but that's about all. The 
economic blockade is lifting, but after 15 
years of Cuban communism, the mental 
blockade remains. 


Fidel Castro was 49 this past week, and 


he has the look of a man who is beginning 
to suspect that life is even more complicat: 
ed than he figured. He seems more com- 
posed and quiet now than when I last saw 
him here six years ago, but his eyes and 
his comments are wary. 


For the last few days he has been 


guiding President Echeverria of Mexico all 
over the western half of the island amid 
immense crowds, but he never made a 
single speech, and even grumbled a little 
about being dragged into a news confer- 
ence at the end of the visit. His private 
conversation about the United States is 
still resentful, if not aggressively hostile. 


When you ask him about exporting his 


revolution to the rest of Latin America, he 
denies that revolution can be exported and

Oh yes, flowing to Southern California. 


SoCal will "own" the natural gas at Prud- 
hoe Bay.- How it gets the gas to the people 
it serves is its problem. Approximately 
$888 million worth of worry, the PUC 
states. That is the estimated cost of the 
necessary facilities. 


In the ruling, the PUC commissioners 


describe the AHCO-SoCal agreement as 
"ill-defined and unfair." But, they contin- 
ue, ARCO has the gas, SoCal needs it, 
approval is a "necessity."

There is more. Under the agreement, 


ARCO will receive the negotiated price 
from SoCal for its natural gas, unless 
another Prudhoe Bay producer obtains a 
higher price from another buyer, and then 
SoCal will have to pay that same, higher 
price to ARCO.

vate talk than in his public statements — 
but even here it is obvious that the process 
of reconciliation would be difficult. • 


For example, when you raise the sub- 


ject of compensation for the U.S. property 
he expropriated in Cuba, Castro says this 
would have to be discussed in relation to 
the damage done to Cuba's economy by the 
U.S. economic blockade over the past 15 
years. 


Nevertheless, the two sides arc now 


talking about talking, and there are some 
signs here of a different atmosphere if not 
yet a different policy. 


Secretary of State Kissinger has been 


trying by limited trade gestures and indi- 
rect messages to make clear to Castro that 
the United States is ready to talk and begin 
removing the mental blockade. His theme 
has been that, if Washington can reach at 
least limited accommodations with the 
Soviet Union and China, it makes no sense 
to have relations with almost every other 
Communist country in the world except 
Albania and Cuba. 


The way to begin, Kissinger has said, 


is by getting the principles straight, and 
then go on from there to the specific eco- 
nomic and human problems — in direct 
talks between the two governments and not 
merely with visiting U.S. senators and re- 
porters. 


At no time during my long private talk 


with Castro did he differ with this ap- 
proach, but he insisted that the United 
States could not complain about oil embar- 
goes against the American people and at 
the same time continue its direct embargo 
against the shipment of food and other 
essentials to the Cuban people. He was 
willing to talk, he said, but not to reach 
fundamental agreements until the embar- 
go was lifted and the principle of free 
trade established. 


This will clearly fake a long time, but 


the process of reappraisal on both sides 
has at least begun.

Jerry Brown is different. He is the 


most interesting politician in the United 
States. And he is one of the most popular 
.— phenomenally popular in his own state,. 
.where polls show that only 7 per cent of 
voters disapprove of his performance in 
office. Although he is not a particularly 
likable young man. he has touched the 
' imagination of Californians by choosing to 
sleep on a mattress on the floor of a bare 
$250-a-month apartment in 
Sacramento 


rather than in a $L3-million mansion, by 
trading in a bulletproof Cadillac limousine 
for a Plymouth Satellite and by roaming 
around the state government asking hostile 
and irreverent questions like this one to 
the University of California's Board of Re- 
gents: "Why is it better to have a smaller 
number of students in each class?" 


The people of California, thought they 


were just electing the son of a former 
governor, Edmund G. Brown — Pat 
Brown's kid, another liberal Democrat like 
his old man. Instead, they have inherited 
this loner who sometimes sounds like an 
erudite George C. Wallace, attacking big- 
government spending, "government gib- 
berish," "the bureaucratic maze," and 
saying that it's about time some people on 
Welfare picked .up shovels and went to 
work. And they love it. Jerry Brown is 
popular not so much because he is telling 
them what they want to hear but because 
he is saying what they are saying these 
days. He has a> perfect ear for-the grum- 
bling antipolitics of America and he is in 
tune with the strain of rhetorical conser- 
vatism and operational liberalism that 
tias always run through Arrierican politics. 


; But Brown is not at all like Wallace or 
much like anyone else in American poli- 
tics. He is almost impossible to classify as 
liberal or conservative — it is hard to 
classify a governor with a special assistant 
like Jacques Barzhagi, a former French 
sailor with a shaved head, who has opened 
meetings of California cabinet members 
with a touch of Zen": "How is the governor 
different from a shoemaker?" Intellectual- 
ly, Goveraor Brown may be farther left 
than anyone else holding high executive 
office in the United States: He calls on his 
staff to work "in the spirit of Ho Chi 
Minh," and he has proposed equal pay 
raises for all California state employes 
because he is willing to consider seriously 
the proposition that janitors should earn as 
much as Judges. Emotionally, he is ex- 
tremely conservative: At twice-a-wcek 
.cabinet meetings that sometimes last until 
2 a.m., in the style of college bull sessions, 
he has said, "Hot lunches for school chil- 
dren? No one ever gave me a hot lunch." , 


"Jerry has no ideology," said his 


executive assistant, Gray Davis. Rather, 
Brown, a very serious man who tends to 
think each man is an island, has an indi- 
vidual philosophy, an evolving cerebral 
mix of the teachings of St. Ignatius and 
Thomas Aquinas, Buddhism, existential- 
ism and Machiavclli. 


On his first day as governor, Brown 


.was asked by Davis whether he wanted to 
issue a statement of objectives, to which 
he answered, "What do you mean?" 
."Well," said Davis, "what are we trying to 
;dq?" "It'll emerge," said the governor of 
.California. 
'': When I asked Brown the same question 
'after he had been in power six months and 
produced a couple of pretty solid achieve- 
'mcnts, including farm-labor laws that Just 
might end decades of wrath in California 
fields, he answered, "Reduce the sum of 
human misery a bit, I guess. Help people 
Expand their lives a little bit, give them an 
'fc«>ar<W!s nf Hi»ir nn-n iw».»««i1 " Then ho 


stopped for a moment and said, "Do you 
think that what you do or what I do will 
really make a difference in the long run?" 


What he does in the next few years 


might make a difference. In his own mind, 
I think, he has set himself an incredibly 
ambitious objective: Jerry Brown would 
like to" lead people into changing their 
values, American values. He wants Ameri- 
cans to question materialism. Ho, Mao 
Tse-tung and Gandhi are his political idols, 
not because of their ideology, but because 
of the ascetic and spiritual quality of their 
leadership: They were able to motivate 
large numbers of people with visions of a 
better life not linked to material reward. 


Officially challenging materialism is a 


young man's vision, and Brown is a very 
young man — even younger than his 37 
calendar years. He has had limited life 
experience — governor's son, Jesuit semi- 
narian from 1956 to I960, student and law 
clerk until he was 28 years old in 1985 and 
secretary of state of California after prac- 
ticing law for five years. He is sometimes 
portrayed as a veteran of the movements 
of the 1960's, a veteran who was at Berke- 
ley during' the Free Speech Movement, 
went to Mississippi in 1962 and marched 
with Cesar Chavez and the United Farm 
Workers; but that list is stretching things a 
bit. His involvements were brief, and he 
emphasizes that he was "an observer" — 
never a participant. 


Any analysis of Jerry Brown has to 


begin with his father and go on to his 
training as a Jesuit seminarian — and any 
emphasis on either subject tends to annoy 
him mightily. Five months after he was 
elected, the new Governor Brown was 
introduced to the California League of 
Cities annual meeting with 10 minutes of 
anecdotes abdut what a wonderfid man his 
father'was, and the speaker turned to the 
governor at one point to say, "I don't know 
if your father ever told you this. . . ." The 
son cut her off with "My father never fold 
me anything!" 


On. election night, when the younger 


Brown barely won after losing a huge lead 
in early polls, he turned on his father and 
said, "I almost lost because of you. People 
remembered you as such a big spender." 


Pat Brown was, in fact, an enormous 


help to his son during the campaign, rais- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
lining up such traditional Democratic sup- 
port as the leadership of organized labor, 
which found the son, in the words of one 
union leader, "a little weird." 


These days, if Pat Brown wants to see 


his son, he usually has to corner him at 
public events or wait outside his office like 
a supplicant. Occasionally, there are phone 
calls when the governor wants some infor- 
mation or a bit of advice, but invariably . 
the former governor asks acquaintances 
and reporters: "How's Jerry? What did he 
say? Tell him I. ..." 


"I was attracted and repelled by what 


I saw of politics in my father's house," 
Jerry Brown told me. What attracted you? 
"The adventure. The opportunity." What 
repelled you? "The grasping, the artificial- 
ity, the obvious manipulation and role- 
playing, the repetition of emotion without 
feeling, particularly that: the repetition of 
emotion." 


Secretary of state of California had 


always been more title than job, with men 
in that position usually confining them- 
selves to duties like regulating laundry 
marks and cattle brands. Brown, in the 
wnrd' "f W< <f°" "«r!'rH t^p irnamVafirm 


of the media," filing suits against oil 
companies for campaign contributions, at- 
tacking other politicians for incorrect fi- 
nance reports and generally raising sanc- 
timonious hell whenever cameras or 
reporters were around. 


With Watergate dominating national 


headlines, Brown had the name and the 
issue to become governor. He should have 
beaten any Republican by 2 to 1. He easily 
won the Democratic primary against five 
opponents, but got less than 50 per cent of 
the vote in the general election, winning by 
only 287,000 votes over State Controller 
Houston Flournoy, a pleasant but not par- 
ticularly formidable opponent, 


Brown's campaign problem was his 


personality, which was described by a 
Sacramento Bee reporter as "the new kid 
in the fifth grade looking for a fight to 
show how tough he is." Two women who 
know him were less kind: One said he was 
"without compassion," the other said 
"without grace." 


Certainly, he has no social graces, al- 


though that is tempered by an equal lack 
of social artifice. "Did you ever notice that 
Jerry never says "Thank you'?" asked his 
executive assistant. "Perhaps you can't 
hear him," replied the mysterious Mr. 
Barzhagi, the special assistant who lives in 
and fakes care of Brown's home in the 
Hollywood Hills. 


"This is no place to be if you need 


positive feedback to keep going," said 
Rose Elizabeth Bird, Brown's secretary of 
agriculture and one of the two women in 
his seven-person cabinet, the first woman 
cabinet members in state history. "Jerry 
doesn't need approval and he doesn't think 
other people do." 


That void could lead to problems for 


Governor Brown: Politics is the institution- 
alizationof other people's approval. Brown 
has a great gift for unintentionally and 
. unknowingly hurting or humiliating people. 
His basic platform style is based on hu- 
miliation. He almost never gives speeches, 
but takes questions and then tends to pick 
sarcastically at a questioner for the edi- 
fication and amusement of the crowd. 


"He 
is contentious, an intellectual 


provocateur," said J. Anthony Kline, 
Brown's legal-services secretary and for- 
mer roommate at Yale. "He has contempt 
for the ability of people, particularly politi- 
cians, to question fundamental assump- 
tions. Should government be involved in 
this? Can government do anything about 
the problem? That can appear to be con- 
tempt for the process itself or for people." 


Whatever it is in Brown, it can be 


unattractive. He is a small man, almost 
frail, with fine features often called hand- 
some and a voice strangely nasal and, at 
the same time, gravelly; the contentious 
Brown has edges of scorn in his voice and 
cruelty in his face. 


There was also more than an edge of 


contempt in the strategy and tactics of his 
campaign. It was cynical and dirty, al- 
though the voters of California had no way 
of knowing that at the time. Brown played 
politics as if he had learned, in his father's 
house, contempt for the process itself. The 
means of Jerry Brown's campaign in- 
cluded strategy designed to discourage 
people from voting and tactics that verged 
on blackmail. 


Why all this when polls showed him 20 


points ahead? The Brown people were 
afraid their opponents were going to call 
him a homosexual. There was already a 
whispering campaign — a common tactic 
against .bachelor politicians — and San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto, a primary 
opponent, was helping it along by calling 


he "come out of the closet and debate." 
Brown and his advisers are so sensitive to 
such whispers and to the national press 
that a young woman sometimes hovers in 
the background during his interviews with 
important reporters. (The woman used is 
Jacques Barzhagi's girl friend.) During the 
campaign, Brown aides joked that they 
were putting together a television commer- 
cial with a gorgeous Scandinavian blonde 
turning to the camera and saying, "I don't 
know anything about Jerry Brown's poli- 
tics. All I know is he's great in bed." 


Brown's work-style is a kind of Puritan 


existentialism. He has no official schedule 
and makes almost no ceremonial or formal 
appearances, doing whatever strikes him 
at the moment — and doing it with focused 
infemitv for 16 or 18 hours at a stretch. 
That ir -.I'liy his cabinet and staff meetings 
some!: '.-. 3 go from 7 p.m'. to 2 a.m. 


•'.'.;• ,'da" is one of the words Brown 


has pn-'ieally banned from his presence, 
along with "systems analysis," "data," 
"expertise," "redevelopment" and "com- 
prehensive planning." At one session, 
someone reminded Brown that he had to 
do something about scheduled salary in- 
creases for state employes in his 1975-76 
budget. "I don't think they deserve any- 
thing. They don't i!o anything," Brown 
began. 


"That's gcr'»..,-:, Jerry," said Rose 


Bird, the most repressive of the appoint- 
ments the new governor made after per- 
sonal interviews that sometimes lasted five 
hours. She pointed out that the federal 
government estimated that it took about 
$20,000 for a family of four to live moder- 
ately in California last year. The governor 
countered that most Californians made 
less than that. "There's no crisis," he said. 
"If there was, there'd be a revolution" — 
and the government of California was off 
on a rambling discussion of why there was 
no revolution in the United States. 


That may sound a bit sophomoric, but 


out of that dialogue came Brown's propos- 
al to give each of 175,000 state employes 
the same raise of $90 a month. The chief 
justice of the state Supreme Court, making 
$54,000 a year, would have gotten the same 
increase as a *5,000-a-year janitor. The 
legislature quickly squelched the plan; 
state employes will receive increases of 
about 8 per cent. 


"I don't believe that janitors should be 


paid more than judges," Brown told me, 
"but I think the gap between them is too 
great now. If work is interesting and chal- 
lenging, people should be paid less. Those 
are the people who get great psychic re- 
wards: Their lives are better because they 
have the privilege of interesting work. . . . 
I'm trying to put things like this in the 
public domain. I want these ideas discuss- 
ed. Let people react. See what happens." 


Brown opposed an $11,000 increase in 


his own salary of 149,000 and ordered a 7 
per cent cut in his staff's salaries, the only 
pay scales he has direct control over. That 
frugality, budget increases lower than 
those tolerated by Ronald Reagan and a 
tough line on crime (Brown thinks peniten- 
tiaries are for penance, not rehabilitation) 
have delighted California conservatives. 
But he is not one of them. His concept of 
social justice is consistent with most liber- 
al thinking, though he does not equate 
social justice and material equality. 


The appointment or nonappointment of 


judges is a case study in the operations of 
the Brown administration. He has indeed 
triggered a public dialogue on the role and 
working habits of Judges and, also, a crisis 
in court backlogs, according to the State 
JiMim! <1Mify>r<w?. "Tbo srr'v?r fc "v

eminent always seems to be to add rnbiT 
people. I think that's wrong," Brown said. 
"Compare the number of judges per capita 
they have in England — fewer — and they 
have speedier justice. Why is that? You 
tell me." 


The view from the governor's office of 


that controversy and others (school financ- 
ing and the cost of medical malpractice 
insurance among them) in which Brown 
says he is deliberately letting crises heat 
up is one of the things that makes Brown 
very different from other American lead- 
ers. "Crises are gifts to political leaders 
who are willing to address fundament.?' 
problems," says Tony Kline. "What an 
opportunity Abe Keame has hi New York!*' 
"Maybe we can change the patterns of 
government," says Gray Davis. "As it is, 
interest groups ma!-:a demands and govern- 
ment accedes to all or part of what they 
want." "You don't have to do things," says 
Brown. "Maybe by avoiding doing things 
you accomplish quite a lot. Maybe if 
Kennedy had avoided the Bay of Pigs or 
Vietnam, that might have been quite an 
accomplishment." 


"Does that make sense?" Brown said 


to me during one long conversation. "I 
guess I'm just stringing words together." 
Well, some of the time, the new governor 
of California and his people are winging it, 
just stringing words and actions together^ 
Brown likes to talk and, to a certain ex- 
tent, govern existentially. "Life just is. 
You have to flow with it. Give yourself the 
moment. Let it happen." 


Since running for governor is not 


exactly letting it happen, Brown's existen- 
tial credentials may be doubted, but very 
little else about him is being questioned 
these days in California. A state Republi- 
can leader put it this way: "He's been 
good. People are after me to attack, but 
what am I supposed to attack him on? He's 
doing a real good job of getting to that 
silent majority vote, and if I attack him I 
just make them mad." 


Brown calls it all "oneness with the 


people." "To be a leader you have to be 
one with the people you lead. You have to 
feel it." Can he, a loner, a man without 
attachment except to ideas, really be at 
one with the people out there, people 
worrying about children and lousy jobs, 
mortgages and money? "It is my impres- 
sion that I can," he said, pausing, then 
adding, "And I'm perfectly willing to test 
it." 


It was a very good answer. He will 


probably test it again: Value-changing 
politics cannot stop si the border of Cali- 
fornia. A couple of years ago, just after 
Brown moved to the Hollywood Hills, he 
stopped his car on one of the area's wind1 
ing canyon roads when he saw a new 
neighbor, and old friend, Paul Sehrade, a 
liberal activist and former western region- 
al director of the United Auto Workers. 


"Hey, Paul," Brown said, "we have to 


get together and talk about taking over the' 
state of California." 


"Just California?" Sehrade said. 


"What about the country?"

"Yeah, but I have to wait until 1976/' 


Brown said, and drove off.

It seems that 1976 will be much too 


soon to tell whether Jerry Brown's differ 
ence will make a difference in California. 
Kline calls the exercise "the Great At-: 
tempt," but concedes it could end as "the 
Spectacular Failure." If Brown does fail, it 
Will probably be for the wrong reasons. 'He 
got where he is, not as a result of his ideas, 
but because he is Pat Brown's son. If he 
fails it could be because of the flaws in his 
own personality and also because he may 
become a prisoner of his own popularity 
and ambition. The ideas, then, the real

at the lowest level of soci- 
ety. 


ALL 34 YOUNG actors 


who play the boarding 
school boys of Mr. Bumble 
a'nd the pickpocket gang of 
Fagln are credible per- 
formers and 
competent 


singers. (There are only 11 
adult performers.) 


Although the voice of 13- 


year-old Kevin Welch as 
Oliver Twist has a tenden- 
cy to fade at times, his 
spirited antics as a boy 
trying to fend for himself 
against the discipline of 


sinister adults more than 
compensates. 


Bill Barratt plays an 


excellent Mr. Bumble, the 
pompous and ridiculous 
headmaster of the board- 
ing school where Oliver 
lives after being aban- 
doned as a child. 


Barratt and Rita Heslon 


as the Widow Corney 
make an almost lewd pair 
as Mr. Bumble courts the 
widow with noisy kisses 
and bold indiscretions be- 
fore their decision to sell 
Oliver to a mortician. 


MARK FAIRCHILD as 


the Artful Dodger also 
turns in a strong perform- 
ance and probably is the 
best dancer of the cast. 


Most of the dancing is

promiscuity and urban'de- 
spair dominating the 
Ha'Penny Players' lively 
production of "Oliver!" 
underscore age-old afflic- 
tions of society, while its 
songs and dances hint at 
man's never-ending efforts 
toward harmony and es- 
cape from frustration. 


The musical readily 


overcomes its most appar- 
ent obstacle—the youth of 
most of the performers— 
in a story about young 
boys struggling to survive 
at the lowest level of soci- 
ety. 


ALL 34 YOUNG actors 


who play the boarding 
school boys of Mr. Bumble 
a'nd the pickpocket gang of 
Fagin are credible per- 
formers and 
competent 


singers. (There are only II 
adult performers.) 


Although the voice of 13- 


year-old Kevin Welch as 
Oliver Twist has a tenden- 
cy to fade at times, his 
spirited antics as a boy 
trying to fend for himself 
against the discipline of 


sinister adults more than 
compensates. 


Bill Barratt plays an 


excellent Mr. Bumble, the 
pompous and ridiculous 
headmaster of the board- 
ing school where Oliver 
lives after being aban- 
doned as a child. 


Barratt and Rita Heston 


as the Widow Corney 
make an almost lewd pair 
as Mr. Bumble courts the 
widow with noisy kisses 
and bold indiscretions be- 
fore their decision to sell 
Oliver to a mortician. 


MARK FAIRCHILD as 


the Artful Dodger also 
turns in a strong perform- 
ance and probably is the 
best dancer of the cast. 


Most of the dancing is 


uncomplicated, consisting 
of jumps, squats, kicks 
and hops, but it usually is 
in time to the music of a 
fine orchestra. 


The stage props, sloppy 


structures of 2-by4 lum- 
ber, are adequate to sug- 
gest the London slum in 
which the story takes 
place, and a drawbridge 
at the center is a dynamic 
focal point for many of the

interferes with clarity. 


' Ironically, James Doher- 


ty, who plays Fagin and 
has played the role twice 
before on the English 
stage, seems to have the 
least noticeable accent. 
, Doherty, whose boom- 
ing voice personifies villai- 
ny, delivers his most con- 
vincing performance when 
he is shot and falls from 
the top of the set to the 
floor with a resounding 
thud, 
the 
production's 


most dramatic action. 


Another successful mo- 


ment is the very stylistic 
pickpocketlng scene, when 
Fa gin's boys frolic among 
unsuspecting citizens 
stripping them of valu- 
ables. 


WHILE THE boys move 


about, the citizens are 
frozen stiff in their posi- 
tions as though the film 
has stopped for them only, 
to represent the compari- 
tive, speed of a pickpock- 
et's manuevering. 


The musical could be 


said to have a happy end- 
ing, 
since 
Oliver is 


reunited with his family 
and saved from the desti- 
tution of his young fellow- 
thieves. 


But the rescue occurs 


only because Oliver's 
grandfather is a rich man, 
and Oliver's less-fortunate 
former companions are 
left at the bottom of the 
ladder of human dignity. 


No characters undergo 


a change or an elevation 
of mind as a result of their 
experience, except Nancy 
(played by Sauadra Bar- 
ratt), who rejects Fagin 


and agrees to return Oliv- 
er to his grandfather. 


BUT SHE IS murdered, 


so the only flowering 
moral development is 
crushed before it has a 
chance. 


The viewer is thus left 


with a discouraging pic- 
ture of human society de- 
spite the cheerful singing 
of the cast in the final 
scene.

OLD NEW IDEA is the lambrequin. An old 


idea who's time has come once again. It's 
for the better.

Traditionally it's a 


deep, three-sided picture 
frame -set around the win- 
dow, leaving enough depth 


within for curtains or dra- 
peries or both. 
, 
. 


Constructed of inexpen- 


sive lumber — pine or. lir 
— it is braced to the wall 
and the floor with studs 
and ^shaped braces and 
then covered with the dra- 
pery fabric. The obvious 
advantage is a very finish- 
ed look, framing a window 
where there is no reveal 
or depth for drapery hard- 
ware. 


A SECOND advantage 


is to make a short narrow 
window more important. 


A lambrequin can be 


tall enough to make the 
window appear to go from 
floor to ceiling and it can 
be wide enough to stack 
draperies or curtains on 
either side of the window 
without covering the glass, 
thus cleverly concealing 
the physical deficiencies 
of the actual window. 


Updating the lambre- 


quin is easy; the basic 
principle of providing a 
finished look is the same. 


I designed a living room 


using 
the 
traditional 


lambrequin, but I made it 


of oak in its natural light 
finish, to match the wood 
of the furniture and to con- 
trast with the grey flannel 
color of the painted walls. 


I USED one-inch stock, 


in a six-inch wide board 
with mitred corners at the 
top and braced the frame 
to ceiling, wall and floor 
for a firm grip. Inside I 
hung white mini-slat Vene- 
tian blinds, which work 
with the white canvas 
covers of the modular 
seating units, and were an 
inexpensive way to cover 
the window. With the thick 
oak frame, this simple 
window covering looks ele- 
gant and expensive. 


If you still crave soft- 


ness, you can make a 
lambrequin of less expen- 
sive wood and cover it 
with fabric. 1 used white, 
primitive Haitian cotton in 
this way, in another living 
room I designed. It was 
the same fabric as I used 
on two small curved sofas 
and a Victorian settee. 


THE FABRIC was so 


decorative and rich in tex- 
ture that simple window 
shades were all the win- 
dow covering I needed, in 
white with a band across 
the bottom in one of the 
accent colors of the room 
to act as a pull. 


Indeed, if you have all 


the privacy you need, a 
wide 
fabric 
covered 


lambrequin can itself be 
sufficient to give your win- 
dows the finished look 
they need.

ANSWER: I can't see 


anything wrong with your 
ideas except that I'd like

supervises the mainte- 
nance of this rental 
property. 


I'm not personally wild 


about single-family rentals 
strictly as an investment, 
although every time I 
make (his comment I get 
tampled to the ground by 
countless people who think 
it's tremendous and can 
document their own suc- 
cess in doing it. 


If it's YOUR bag, then 


who am I to butt in? If the 
thought of playing land- 
lord and property-man- 
ager doesn't turn you off, 
then I would have to say 
— from a strictly financial 
standpoint — that you are 
well situated to take on 
such a venture. 


You'd better check 


around a bit first, how- 
ever. In some parts of the 
country VA-backed financ- 
ing is almost impossible to 
obtain. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


You had an interesting 


column recently about 
"variable mortgages" — 
where the interest rate 
would go up and down as 
national interest rates do 
—and you indicated that it 
was almost certain to be 
authorized this fall. Has 
this become law yet? — 
Mr. W.L.B. 
(PHoenix, 


Ariz.) 


ANSWER: No, and it 


doesn't look like it's in the 
cards for the foreseeable 
future. It was "virtually" 
certain, but Congress has 
second thoughts about it, 
and the measure's been 
shelved again. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL; 


How does one get his 


$200 deposit back from a 
landlord after the lease 
has expired and when 
there's been no damage to 
the apartment that would 
justify hanging onto the 
deposit? 


That's our situation and 


except for a few little wall 
smudges the apartment is 
even cleaner than when 
we moved in. The landlord 
won't give the money 
back, though, because he 
says that the apartment is 
going to have to be paint- 
ed. Is this enough reason 
to hold back the deposit? 
— Mrs. P.L. (Syracuse, 
N.Y.) 


ANSWER: This is a 


continuing public relations 
battle between landlords 
and tenants and there is 
plenty of evidence to sug- 
gest that the landlords are 
frequently just as con- 
fused as the tenants about 
what the surety deposit is 
all about. 


It is not, as a lot of 


landlords believe, a sum 
of money contributed by 
the tenant for the purpose 
of refurbishing the resi- 
dence when the tenant 
moves on — this is normal 
maintenance which the 
tenant is not obligated to 
finance. It's a pure and 
simple cost of doing busi- 
ness (therefore tax-deduct- 
ible), and should, there- 
fore, be borne by the land- 
lord. 


The surety deposit is, 


instead, a perfectly legiti- 
mate device for insuring 
the landlord against exces- 
sive damages fo his 
property. It is to reim- 
burse him for damages 
"excepting normal wear 
and tear." Smudges on the 
wall, scuff marks on floor- 
ing and carpeting (hat is 
beginning to show traffic 
patterns are not valid ex- 
cuses for refusing to re- 
turn a surety 
deposit. 


These things would have 
happened if the landlord 
himself had been occupy- 
ing the premises. 


But it's a continuing 


tussle. If you can't per- 
suade your landlord that 
these smudges are his — 
not your — responsibility, 
then you're going to have 
to go through your local 
court of small claims. The 
filing cost is nominal and 
you don't need a lawyer. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


My wife and I have 


found the home we want, 
but we are about $3,000 or 
$4,000 shy of having 
enough cash for the down 
payment (20 per cent). Our 
income is enough to make 
the mortgage payments 
without any trouble, but 
our 
daughter's 
illness 


earlier this year took a 
good part of the cash that 
we had laid aside for our 


home — our first. My wife 
is very discouraged and 
wants to drop the whole 
thing, but I haven't given 
up yet. Any suggestions? 


-Mr. W.W.G. (Whittier) 


ANSWER: I think you'd 


be foolish to give up when 
there is only $3,0(H> or 
$4,000 between you and 
your goal (assuming, that. 
is, that we're not talking 
about a situation where 
the cash that you have on 
hand is $1,000 or $2,000). 


The best thing for you to 


do before you get any fur- 
ther into the negotiations 
is to have a frank talk 
with the real estate broker 
handling the house and ex- 
plain the situation to him. 
Since he has a definite 
interest in seeing you buy 
the house he can be quite 
helpful in this kind of sup- 
plemental financing. 


Perhaps the seller is 


willing to "carry" the 
$3,000 or $4,000 himself on 
a separate note. Failing 
there, it's entirely possible 
that the mortgage lender 
will be willing to extend 
the needed money on a 
second mortgage. Finally, 
there's always the device 
of raising this extra 
money through private fi- 
nancing — through family, 
a friend, a credit union or 
what-have-you. 


However you succeed in 


raising the money, of 
course, it's going to carry 
a higher Interest rate than 
the mortgage itself. Brace 
yourself for that fact of 
life, and make sure that 
your financial circum- 
stances are such that you 
carry the mortgage pay- 
ments AND the repayment 
of this secondary money.

« Moving symphony 


• At Wit's End

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THE CYCLIST in the upper photo is 
riding on the wrong side of Second 
Street in Belmont Shore. That's one of 
the most frequent causes of bicycle 
injuries and fatalities, according to 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. More than 1,300 persons 
were killed and nearly 500,000 injured 
on bicycles in the United States last 
year. The cyclist in the lower photo is 
doing it right. He is riding with 
traffic, not facing it. 


Bicycling is good excercise, good recreation, 


good for the environment — but it can be bad news 
for anyone concerned with safety. 
• 


There were about 1,300 bike riders killed in 


accidents in the United States in 1974, according to 
the Long Beach Safety Council, and nearly 500,000 
cyclists injured seriously enough to require profes- 
sional medical attention. 


About 83 per cent of those injured in bike acci- 


dents are between the ages of 5 and 19 years. 


"A bicycle is the most dangerous consumer 


product on the market," the U. S. Consumer Product 
Safety Division warned last year. 


Like all statistics, however, the odds can be 


improved if bicyclists take certain precautions. Long 
Beach safety officials, police and bike experts agree 
on the following basic points: 


'. 
* Be sure the bike is the right size and is 


adjusted properly for the rider's physical stature. 


• Be sure the bike is properly equipped and 


maintained. 


» Obey the traffic laws; they apply to bicyclists 


as well as motorists. 


« Be alert, and drive defensively. 
Bicycle accidents and injuries have taken a 


tremendous upsurge in the past two years, primarily 
because of the equally phenomenal increase in cy- 
cling. It is estimated that about 100 million Ameri- 
cans are now riding bicycles. 


A study by the U. S. Consumer Product Safety 


Division of 600 bicycle-related injury accidents found 
that nearly two-thirds resulted from loss of control, 
16 per cent because of poor maintenance of the bike 
and 10 per cent from feet or clothing getting caught 
in chains, wheels or spokes. 


The Automobile Club of Southern California said 


the most frequent causes of bicycle injuries and 
fatalities are: 1. Riding on the wrong side of the 
street (facing traffic), 2. Disregarding traffic control 
devices, 3. Cyclist failing to yield right of way, 4. 
Running into the opened door of a parked car, 5. 
Carrying an extra rider, and 6. Improper turn. 


STAN HOLDEN, a charter member of the Long 


Beach Sprockets cycling club and chairman of bicy- 
cle safety for the Long Beach Safety Council, said 
loss of control, particularly among young riders, is 
frequently caused by the bike being too big. 


"A kid wants a ID-speed bike and his parents 


don't want to spend $100 for a cycle they're going to 
have to replace in a few months, so they buy him 
"one that he can grow into,' " Holden said. 


The youngster isn't physically able to handle the 


large bike, so his chances of being in an accident are 
markedly increased, he said. 


Holden's point is strongly endorsed by Charles 


W. Smith, managing director of the Long Beach 
Safety Council, and by Officer Bill Meyer of the Long 
Beach Police Department's public affairs section. 


All agree that buying the right bike is of major 


importance, and Holden is critical of many cycle 
shops, declaring their personnel are "extremely lack- 
ing in knowledge about bikes." 


"Unfortunately, they don't need to know any- 


thing," he said. "Bicycles are selling like hotcakes." 


In checking for proper bike size, the rider should 


stand over the frame with both feet flat on the 
ground, Holden said. He should clear the crossbar by 
two or three inches. 


The most common fault in adjusting a bike, he 


said, is improper seat height. This not only causes a 
rider to tire more quickly, but increases the chances 
of an accident because the bike is out of balance. On 
a properly adjusted seat, the rider should just be able 
to touch the ground with the tips of his toes. The seat 
post should not be out of the frame more than about 
four inches. 


Holden also criticized lack of standards for bicy- 


cle manufacturers. There are laws on brakes and' 
reflectors, he said, but no requirements for "road- 
ability" of a bike, "and that's where the problem is." 


A big step forward for bike safety has been 


distribution of bike flags, such as those the Independ-

Tomorrow's auto history today's freeway jam

DETROIT — There's a chrome and steel Cinderella 


somewhere out there right now — tooling along a 
freeway burning a little oil, standing in a suburban 
driveway thirsting for paint, maybe rusting her rocker 
panels waiting on some used car lot. 


Five or ten years from now that car and some of 


her surviving immediate kin will have been "discover- 
ed" by collectors and transformed into pampered prize 
possessions. 


It usually takes longer than that for a clunker to, 


become the object of nostalgic or artistic interest. But 
we are at the end of one automotive era and at the 
beginning of another, according to the experts. That 
accelerates the process. 


Most of the five- to ten-year-old cars still in use or 


available on used car lots will probably end their days in 
junk yards and it's doubtful any will become true 
"classics" as defined by the purists. But many will 
become "collectibles", with good and continuing market 
values that have little to do with their function as 
transportation vehicles. 


So, what are they? Where are they? Why are they 


likely to be sought after? 


ACCORDING TO officials of the Classic Car Club of 


America and assorted other authorities, we have seen 
the last of the true classic cars, by definition, and we 


should be careful about using that word "classic" im- 
properly. 


A classic meets certain criteria including: 
> Low production numbers 
• Custom body work done at the factory on a 


special order basis 


• Lots of handcrafting by artisans 
• Innovative engineering, design and styling 
• Interior oppulence, comfort and luxury 
• A general cost-be-damned approach taken by the 


manufacturer and passed along to the customer. 


The CCCA considers cars built before 1925 to be 


short in the comfort and luxury category and those built 
after WW II lacking in general quality and attention to 
detail. 


But that doesn't mean that there aren't some cars 


that have come pretty close in recent years. And as new 
ears get smaller and more spartan these will become 
more and more the stuff dreams are made of. 


At the fop of the quasi-classic list is probably the 


1969 Mark III, produced by Ford Motor Company's 
Lincoln-Mercury division. 


If you can find one of these wonder-buggies used, in 


[airly good condition, it will cost only about $4,000. 


WITH THE FUEL shortage and inflation, any fairly 


new limousine is a collectible. Not many wealthy people 


can afford the luxury anymore. Limousines will soon 
become "something to remember," according to one 
buff and that atone makes them valuable. 


But not many of us can afford fo go scrounging in 


used car lots for limos and glamor wagons. Fortunately, 
what appeals to collectors is not necessarily classic or 
expensive. Some cars are historically important. 


Any real convertible of any model year is, or soon 


will be one of these. That's because no one except 
Cadillac is making them anymore. 


All the front-wheel drive, Series E body GM cars 


from the mid to late 60s are good bets, and they're not 
very expensive now. Finding them is the problem. They 
include the 1966 Toronado, which you could probably buy 
for $1,000. 


Then there's the 1964 Buick Riviera, now at about 


the same price. It is a real boat and was the precursor 
of a major design trend, which is what makes it collect- 
ible. 


ANY FAIRLY recent but low-production car is a 


keeper, even if it wasn't very popular new. Its scarcity 
enhances the value. These are some suggested by buffs: 
Avanti II, Shelby Cobra, 1967 Camero Z-27, Pantera, 
AMC Marlin. If you go for the big cars, try a 1967 
Eldorado, any Chrysler Imperial or the 1959 Cadillac 
Coupe De ville.

This last one is a bit older than the rest, but it was 


the last and best (worst?) manifestation of the tailfins 
that once caught our fancy and wouldn't let go. This car, 
still in good condition, will cost about $4,000. 


But, if you don't want to scrounge for history and 


don't already have it in your garage, you can go out and 
buy some brand new. 


James Bradley, who is auto curator at the Detroit 


Public Library, said American Motors' new Pacer is an 
example. 


"The Pacer is establishing a design trend that will 


be a milestone," he said flatly. "It is the very first to 
display a different approach to styling — the wideness, 
the glass area. U definitely foreshadows a major design 
trend." 


Bradley also sees promise for the future in Chrys- 


ler's new Cordoba. He considers the styling "unique", 
especially the rear end. More than that, though, he said 
Cordoba production and sales make it historically inter- 
esting to collectors. 


Another 1975 model likely to endure forever is the 


Corvette convertible. All Corvettes are collectible and 
have been since their introduction in 1953. But GM isn't 
going to produce any more true "ragtop" Vettes after 
this model year, which is what makes them of more 
than usual interest to buffs.

A new, landmark study of female sexual- 


ity has turned up some conclusions which 
may surprise women who thought their sex- 
ual mores were out of the mainstream of 
American married life. 


More than 100,000 women readers of 


Redbook magazine from across the country 
answered a questionnaire designed by Dr. 
Robert R. Bell, professor of sociology at 
Temple University, concerning their sex 
habits, pleasures and regrets. 


The publication, and Dr. Bell, wanted to 


look at the differences in the last 22 years 
since the famed Alfred Kinsey Report, "Sex- 
ual Behavior in the Human Female." 


In two decades the cultural changes in 


our society, particularly in the openness 
with which women discuss their sex lives, 
has been enormous. 


This is reflected in the answers freely 


given by the women responding to the Red- 
book survey, which included questions about 
once taboo subjects such as masturbation 
and the use of marijuana and artificial sex- 
ual stimulants. 


FROM THE "VAST 
amount of 


information" supplied, the magazine in its 
September issue describes five major find- 
ings concerning marital sex: 


» Sexual satisfaction 
is related 


significantly to religious belief. "With nota- 
ble consistency, the greater the intensity of 
a woman's religious convictions, the likelier 
she is to be highly satisfied with the sexual 
pleasures of marriage." 


» Regardless of how long they have been 


married, whether just one year or more 
than ten, a high and virtually consistent 
percentage of wives (almost seven out of 
ten) reported sex with their husbands 
"good" or "very good." 


• Oral-genital sex is an almost universal 


experience. It is practiced with varying fre- 
quency by nine out of ten women under the 


V 


age of 40, and by eight out of ten women who 
arc 40 or older. Husbands and wives "share 
about equally in giving each other pleas- 
ure."• Regardless of age, education, income 
or religious belief, the majority of women 
are active partners in sex. Six out of 10 
wives say they initiate sex at least half the 
time; 9 out of 10 say they take an active part 
during lovemaking at least half the time. 


* Three out of 10 women acknowledge 


having engaged in intercourse after smoking 
marijuana, with even higher percentages 
among younger women. 


REDBOOK ADMITS its sampling may 


not be completely representative of Ameri- 
can women. (Ninety per cent of Redbook 
readers are married, and they tend to be 
better educated and more financially secure 
than the population as a whole.) 


But, the magazine maintains, "These 


findings can generally be applied within 
reason to the majority of American women 
... (they) represent a wide segment... the 
women in the main stream of American 
life." 


In its October issue, the magazine will 


print the survey findings on premarital and 
extramarital sex, with attention given also 
to women who are single, divorced or wi- 
dowed. 
• A negative trend emerged among some 
of the younger marrieds. In the early stages 
of marriage, at least one third of all young 
wives wish their husbands made love more 
often. (In these marriages the average fre- 
quency of intercourse for the under 25-year- 
olds was: 1 to 5 times a month reported by 
18 per cent; 6 to JO times by 26 per cent; 11 
to 15 times a month by 23 per cent; 16 to 20 
times, by 17 per cent; 21 or more times by 
'16 per cent.) 


"The 
heightened responsiveness of 


women who consider themselves strongly 
religious marks a cultural change from the 
1953 Kinsey Report," Redbook notes. 


The magazine attributes this change in 


part to the efforts made over the past 20 
years by liberal members of the ministry 
who urged the churches to come to grips 
with human sexuality. 


"Enlightened ministers, rabbis, and 


priests," the magazine says, "have moved 
away from the idea that sex is intended 
exclusively for procreation ... sexual pleas- 
ure is not only a legitimate expectation, but. 
also a necessary element in a good mar- 
riage." 


THIS POSITIVE religious approach to 


sexual pleasure is likely to have consider- 
able effect on women for whom religious 
authority is still a key force in life. 


Regardless of age and religious belief, 


almost three fourths of all the married 
women who answered Redbook's question- 
naire say they have masturbated since mar- 
riage. But the practice seems to produce 
only limited satisfaction, depending on the 
reasons for masturbating. 


If a woman chooses masturbation as 


"enjoyable apart from intercourse" or uses 
it "as a means of relaxing tension," the 
orgasm may be all she desires. 


If, however, she chooses to masturbate 


"because my husband has been absent," 
then the resulting release would necessarily 
be limited, a second-best alternative. 


One aspect of married life seems to 


make a critical difference: the wife's ability 
to communicate her sexual desires and feel- 
ings to her husband. Sex is conversation 
carried on through other means. If husband 
and wile are not "in touch" before their 
bodies touch, there is. no conversation V? 
continue. 


Statistics bear this out. Nine out of 10 


women who always feel free, according to 
their survey responses, to confide in their 
husbands enjoy "a fulfilling sexual relation-, 
ship." Almost half the women who never 
confide have a miserable one.

| South would stand firm against the 1954 
i Supreme Court decision to desegregate 


, schools. 


In keeping with that decision, federal 


' courts had approved a plan by the Little 
'• Rock school board to enroll a few Negroes 
•; at Central in September, 1957. Then, unex- 


': pectedly, on the eve of school opening Sept. 
• 2, Gov. Orval Faubus, considered a moder- 
;. ate on race, went on television to declare: 
; "It would not be possible to restore or to 


maintain order if forcible integration is 
carried out tomorrow." 


Next day, 270 National Guardsmen pa- 


trolled the school. No blacks appeared. The 
day after, nine Negroes showed up. 


"A nigger! They're coming! Here they 


come!" the mob outside the school shout- 
ed. The Guardsmen barred the way. A 
woman tried to comfort one of the black 
children. 


Meanwhile, President Eisenhower, who 


had said, "You cannot change people's 
hearts merely by laws," said of the crisis: 
"The federal constitution will be upheld by 
me by every legal means at my com- 
mand." 


After courtroom wrangling, the 


Guardsmen left and on Sept. 23 the nine 
children entered the school. A mob of 
about 1,000 had gathered. 


"Where are the niggers? ... we'll 


lynch them all ... look, they're going into 
our school ... they've gone in ... " the 


mob cried. Three hours later, authorities 
gave in and sent the students home. 


Calling it a "disgraceful occurrence," 


President Eisenhower reacted by sending 
federal troops into the South for the first 
time since Reconstruction, to protect the 
rights of Negroes. One thousand were 
Army paratroopers, along with 10,000 
Guardsmen... 


It is the next day, Sept. 25. Twenty-four 


soldiers patrol inside the school. Outside, 
the curious as well as the haters gather. 


Paratroopers with bayonets prod some 


smiling schoolgirls to be on their way. The 
girls still smile; it is all so unreal in 1957 in 
the U.S.A. One man is bloodied when he 
tries to grab a soldier's rifle. 


But, at the point of a bayonet, the nine 


blacks enter Central High School and the 
mob goes home.

LONDON DOCTORS suggest how 


women can deal with low vitamin C 
levels when they use oral contracep- 
tives. 


Earlier, another researcher report- 


ed that reduced levels of vitamin C are 
found in women using The Pill. This 
researcher had recommended that 
these women take 500 milligrams daily 
of vitamin C to cope with the deficiency. 


However, investigators with the de- 


partment of food sciences, Polytechnic 
of North London, say that this amount 
may be too little for women whose vita- 
min C intake has been low for a long 
time. In addition, they say that large 
doses are quickly lost. 


On the other hand, they learned that 


nutrition students using oral contracep- 
tives, who had deliberately increased 
their vitamin C intake for more than a 
year with fresh fruit and \vegetables, 
yielded a relatively normal blood level 
of vitamin C. 


Their conclusion: Single massive 


doses of vitamin C have no permanent 
effect on blood levels of the vitamin. 


Recommended: Conscious use of 


fresh food daily, such as an apple, 
orange or salad. This will add 100 to 200 
milligrams of extra vitamin C daily.'.

Jfhis week, too, marked 


the end of Hyer's first 
year -in Long Beach. He 
became general manager 
an'4 director of develop- 
ment of Long Beach Sytn- 
phijny Orchestra Aug. 19, 
1974. 


It's been a year of get- 


ting acquainted with the 
community, the orchestra, 
the people and the prob- 
lems. Now Hyer, 38, 
former manager of the 
Philharmonic Society of 
Northeastern Pennsylva- 
nia; and other arts organ- 
izations, wants to look 
ahead to the second part 
of;his job — director of 
development. 


He knows that the Long. 


Beach 
Symphony has 


faced trials in the past — 
of-funding, conductors., 
personnel — and has sur- 
vived to celebrate its 40th 
season in 1974-75. 


BUT, SAYS TOTS Juil- 


Hard graduate, college 
and private vocal teacher, 
chbral conductor, arts 
administrator and profes- 
sional singer, "I'd rather 
plan'for the future than 
dwell on the past' In my 
opinion, the past has less 
than 10 per cent effect on 
the symphony. The, prob- 
lem we face of Improving 
or creating our image is 
practically no different 
from that of an organiza- 
tion that is relatively new. 


"This is primarily be- 


cause the symphony has 
not been visible enough to 
create much of an image, 
either good or bad, to the 
majority of Long Beach 
people. I am amazed,-for 
instance, that so few of the 
so-called artistic and 
musically related people 
know of the symphony's 
programs or its financial 
condition.

This observation is 


founded on Hyer's belief, 
that the first, most impor- 
tant task of any arts 
administrator Is to make 
his organization's services 
accessible to the com- 
munity. "Of course," he 
adds, "he must have a 
product worthy of the ef- 
fort In the case of the 
Long Beach Symphony, 
we DO have a worthy 
product, but the way it has 
been marketed can stand 
a !ot of Improvement" 


EVER 
OPTIMISTIC 


and a generator- of en- 
thusiasm, Hyer notes, 
"Well, we're still alive 
after a ream of managers 
over the past five years, 
after deficits and possible 
extinction and after years 
of not having a concert 
hall for the symphony to 
identify with. What has 
kept the symphony going 
has been a few .stalwart 
board and guild members 
who have carried the 
organization forward. 
When you get right down 
to it, they own the sym- 
phony and ultimately de- 
cide who is going to be the 
conductor, who's going to 
be manager and the 
general direction that the 
symphony wfll take." 


Since Alberto Bolet be; 


came permanent conduc- 
tor and music director 
seven seasons ago, he has 
constantly upgraded the 
orchestra. Now it ranks as 
one of the best in Southern 
California. 


After some 
gloomy 


years, the board, Hyer 
says, "feels that there is 
some light at the end of 
the concert hall." 


This belief Is based on 


several factors. The or- 
chestra has ended the 
year without a deficit and 
a look at the budget has 
given the board a feeling 
of stability and confidence 
In the futures 


FURTHER, after sever- 


al sagging years, the artis- 
tic product — Hyer's de- 
scription meaning guest 
artists and orchestra 
musicians — is being 
brought back to a first- 
rate level. 


Change of location from 


Wilson High School Audi- 
torium to Long Beach City 
College Auditorium, one of 
the city's finest facilities, 
win be made with the first 
concert Oct 11. An imagi- 
native new youth series, 
the Musical Showcase for 
Youth, will get underway 
Oct. 4. 


In June, the Symphony 


Association created an 


endowment 
fund " for 


administration and Invest- 
ment of permanent gills 
and to provide a way to 
underwrite association ac- 
tivities. It also may re- 
ceive memorial gifts and 
bequests 
for 
special 


projects. All gifts to the 
fund will remain intact so 
that only 'earned interest 
will be used for the vari- 
ous purposes. 


THIS HAS BEEN a year 


of dogged work to upgrade 
office 
procedures 
and 


business management in 
keeping with the improve- 
ment of the quality of the 
orchestra. 


To keep symphony as- 


sociation and guild mem- 
bers (and anyone else who 
wants to subscribe) in- 
formed- 
about 
the 


orchestra, Hyer has estab- 
lished The Long Beach 
Symphony Report. 


"It's 
been a year of 


plowing and planting. Now 
we're just beginning to sec 
a few shoots appearing." 


Says Hyer, "When 1 be- 


came manager of the sym- 
phony, 1 asked for and got 
a meeting with the execu- 
tive committee. Subject: 
What is the role of the 
symphony in the Long 
Beach metropolitan area 
and what role SHOULD it 
play? In the light of the 
answers to these ques- 
tions, what should be the 
immediate goal for the as- 
sociation over the next few 
years?" 


The committee agreed 


on several things. Mem- 
bers wanted the best 
music that could be pro- 
vided 
with 
available 


funds. They wanted the 
symphony to remain a 
metropolitan class orches- 
tra that could play all lit- 
erature for symphonic or- 


chestra and.'they wanted 
the association to .remain 
the leading-symphonic 
sponsoring group in Long 
Beach. 


THEY AGREED, loo, 


(hat there were existing 
obstacles: • No adequate 
concert hall — common 
problem for all Long 
Beach performing groups 
—, not enough involve- 
ment with top community 
leaders, too little support 
from the community, city 
county and state and no 
support from the National 
Endowment for the Arts. 


In addition, the Sympho- 


ny Association has to de- 
cide whether or not fo plan 
on eventual use of Pacific 
Terrace facilities. It it 
does, two problems will 
follow: How to fill a hall 
which has 3,100 seats and. 
how to pay the high rental 
cost. 


There would have to be 


2,100 
new symphony sub- 


scribers for the 1978-79 
season in the new Pacific 
Terrace auditorium. To- 
run a concert series that 
would attract 3,100 people, 
the budget would have to 
more than double in three 
years to approximately 
|250,000. 


Hyer believes' that this 


can be done. First, he 
says, the 1975-76 season at 
LBCC Auditorium must he 
sold out and, at. this point, 
it seems that this is possi- 
ble. Then, in 1976-77, a sec-, 
ond series of six concerts1 
must be added and sold 
out, bringing the total 
number of season sub- 
scribers to 2,000. And if 
this happens, a third 
series of three concerts of 
the season's best pro- 
grams will be offered, 
hopefully adding at least 
500 more new subscribers. 
This last phase probably 
would be introduced in 
1977-78. 


"THEN," SAYS HYER, 


with utmost logic, "we 
should have by 1978-79 be- 
tween 2,500 and 3,000 sub- 
scribers to bring under 
one series at Pacific Ter- 
race. The job for that sea- 
son will be to attract 100 to 
600 new subscribers to sell 
out Pacific Terrace. 
Should all this happen as 
planned, income from sea- 
son ticket sales the first 
season at Pacific Terrace 
will exceed 190,000 at the' 
present ticket price levels. 
To attract all these new 
subscribers, it will be 
necessary to keep guest 
artists on the series who 
are known for their ability 
not; only to perform well 
but to draw large audi- 
ences." 


Hyer knows that he can 


count on ticket sales to 
bring in only half of the 
yearly budget; this is a 
Situation practically every 
symphony faces. Since the 
average gift to the sym- 
phony Is about $100, rang; 
ing from 50 cents to $3,000, 
there will have to be be- 
tween 1,000 and 2,000 new 
contributors by 1978-79. 
Mo.st donors give $25 to 
$50. ; 


As a beginning, Bolet 


and Hyer have scheduled 
a 1975-76 season that is a 
decided improvement over

styling change was made 
in bath towels as a sales 
stimulant. One side of the 
towel was sheared to give 
it a velvety appearance 
and appeal to feminine in- 
stincts. It was also thought 
to be gentler.to the skin 
than rubbing with terry/ 
This was a change that 
caught on and now most 
towels made by all compa- 
nies are sheared on one 
side. 


There has 
been a 


change, also, in the con- 
cept of caring for towels. 
Instead of using hot water, 
particularly for towels 
with a portion of polyes- 
ter, use warm water- with 
the regular wash machine 
cycle. As always, thorough 
rinsing is important. Use 
the full rinse cycle. 


Instead of heavy-duty 


detergent, it is suggested 
by towel manufacturers 
that a mild detergent be 
used; the type recom- 
mended for fine laundry. 
Wash towels before .they 
become imbued with soilJV 
More frequent washmg 
with mild detergent will.;

towel. Remove .towels,'J 
from the dryer as soon as** 
they are flufWried.

• cnt and Press-Telegram gave away some months 


• ago, in the opinion of Officer Meyer. 


"The flags are colorful and whip around, and 


help the bike and rider to be seen," Meyer explained.. 


All of the safety experts agreed that "visibility," 


or the lack of it, is a major problem for cyclists, and 
they warned bike riders not to assume that a motor- 
ist sees them just because they see the motorist. 


Holden strongly advocates use of arm and leg- 


band lights for cyclists riding at night. These have 
the added advantage, he pointed out, that if a rider 
falls from his bike, a motorist still can see him. 


IN MOST ACCIDENTS between automobiles and 


bicycles, investigation usually determines that the 
cyclist was in the wrong. The California Highway 
Patrol made a study of car-cycle accidents and found 
the cyclist in the wrong in 83 per cent of the cases. 


Long Beach police statistics reveal a similar 


pattern. 


Among contributing factors, Meyer said, are 


sudden moves by the cyclist that the motorist cannot 
anticipate. A bike rider driving along the sidewalk 
suddenly swings put into the street, for example, or 
comes out of a private driveway into the road. 


Law enforcement is the "first problem," in Hold- 


en's opinion. 


"That's going to correct more accidents than 


anything else, and it's the easiest to remedy," he 
said. 


At present, Holden contended, there is "virtually 


no enforcement," in part because police don't like to 
appear that they are harassing youngsters. Parents 
do not help this situation, he added. Holden said he 
once heard a PTA mother berating a police officer 
for "picking on my son" when he "should be arrest- 
ing criminals." 


"Is it more important to catch a burglar who has 


stolen a TV set, or to save the life of some young- 
ster?" Holden asked. 


Brochures on state and local laws which govern 


bicycles are distributed by numerous organizations, 
including the Auto Club, the Safety Council and the 
Independent Insurance Agents of Long Beach, which 
issues its material through the Police Department. 


The State Vehicle Code emphasizes that, in 


general, a bicycle must be operated on a roadway in 
the same manner as a motor vehicle, including such 
requirements as driving on the right-hand side of the 


road and moving with traffic, stopping at stop signs, 
granting right of way, and stopping before crossing 
crosswalks. 


SOME OF THE KEY laws specify the following: 
• A bicycle must have a brake which will pro- 


duce a skid mark on a dry, clean, level pavement 
from the braked wheel. (State Vehicle Code). 


• Bicycle handlebars may not be raised higher 


than the shoulder level of the operator. (SVC). 


• Bicycles may not be altered in such a way as 


to raise the pedal at its low point to more than 12 
inches above the ground. (SVC). 


• Any person riding a bike on a roadway shall 


ride as near to the right curb or edge as possible. 
(SVC). 


• Cyclists shall not ride more than two abreast, 


except on special bike paths. (Long Beach Municipal 
Code). 


Riding against traffic is the hardest thing to stop 


bicyclists doing, the safety experts agreed. 


"Cyclists ignore the law because they think it's 


safer. They think the law is wrong," said Holden. 


Statistics indicate, however, that when a cyclist 


rides against traffic, his chance of injury is increased 
five to ten times. 


"The first argument they give you is, 'I was 


always told to walk facing traffic,'" Holden said. 
"The trouble is, when you are riding a bike, you can't 
jump sideways the way you can when you are walk- 
ing. And you are moving together faster, so you don't 
have time to avoid the car, even if you do see it" 


An impact between vehicles approaching head- 


on combines the forces of their respective speeds, 
while an accident with both vehicles traveling in the 
same direction tends to be a lesser impact, safety 
officials said. 


Meyer satd Long Beach accident reports show 


there are surprisingly few car-bike injury accidents 
where both vehicles are traveling in the same direc- 
tion. 


ONE WAY, obviously,' to reduce car-bike 


accidents is to physically separate the two, and the 
City of Long Beach plans for bicycle trails to provide 
such separation in at least 80 per cent of the routes. 


Smith said the Safety Council is not in favor of 


bicycle lanes on main streets, however, where the 
only separation between cars and bikes is a painted 
white line. 


"White lines don't stop vehicles," he declared. 
Cyclists have a simple way they can keep out of 


trouble in city traffic, Holden said, and that is to 
avoid it.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala—The journey into The Bear's 


lair had a certain amount of mystical intrigue. 


F|rst there was the trek into the bowels of Memori- 


al Coliseum, then the ride in the telephone booth eleva- 
tor up to, for Alabama fans at least, heaven. 


"Thi! Bear may be taking a nap," the host told the 


visitors, "his door is closed." 


The Bear was anything but napping. 
He welcomed the visitors to the office that is his 


home during football season. There was a loaf of bread 
on top of a tiny refrigerator and the portable television, 
a gift from a grateful bowl committee, was showing a 
GomerPyle rerun. 


The wastepaper basket was filled to overflowing 


with play diagrams and newspapers and the collection 
of communiques on his desk included a list of 'Bama's 
injured gridders. 


Grouped among the books behind the desk of Paul 


W. (Bear) Bryant, was a copy of John McKay's book, 
McKay, A Coach's Story. 


"I really enjoyed that bonk," Bryant said with a sly 


smile. "John said he enjoyed my book, too, but I doubt if 
the little (bleep) read it." 


It was lightest moment in a fascinating hour the 


legend of Alabama football spent with a group of South- 
land sportswriters Saturday. 


Most of Bryant's thoughts were on a Tide offensive 


line that "is pathetic" and recent "economy legislation" 
at an NCAA convention in Chicago.

"So far," growled the Bear, "I haven't seen one 


thing that was passed in the convention that benefits the 
player." 


With that in mind,' Bryant and his university Friday 


sued the National Collegiate Athletic Association seeking 
injunctuary relief against the recently-approved rules 
that limit travel rosters to 48 and the home-team squads 
toGO. 


"A significant portion of our recruiting success is 


based on the fact that we play a lot of athletes,"Bryant 
said. "Last year we averaged 60 a game and were in the 
50s only three times. 


"We have an obligation to the athletes we recruited 


before the rule was passed and we're going to live up to 
it," declared Bryant, who wants a delay on the enforce- 
ment of the rule for two years—a time in which his 
university will have met all the scholarship require- 
ments entitled to athletes who were signed before Aug. 
15,1975. 


Recent rule changes also eliminated $15 per month 


for laundry and complimentary tickets for athletes who 
do not dress for the game. Presently, athletes who do 
receive four tickets are required to pick them up the day 
of (lie game and sign for them. 


"We've had to hire an extra person on our ticket 


staff to take care of the paper work," Bryant said. 
"That's a damn poor way to save money." 


Bryant thinks one economy move was overlooked. 
"They could have started by cutting the salaries of 


administrators, head coaches and athletic directors," 
Bryant smiled. "I don't want to do that, but that would 
be a pretty good lick. 


"They'd save a helluvalof more than they will by 


not feeding 12 players on a trip to LSU." 


Bryant was also critical of legislation limiting the

It's 
been our policy at Alabama that athletes come back as 
student assistants and get their degree.! don't think I've 
turned down two athletes in 30 years. Now, I can help 
only two a year. That's not right." 


Despite the disagreements with the Chicago restric- 


tions, Bryant isn't currently advocating secession...yet. 


"I'm not recommending bolting the NCAA," he 


said. "I'd rather stay in it if we can, but something's got 
to be done. We can't have schools trying to pull teams 
down to their level." 


If it comes to that," Bryant feels the university 


would join the so-called "super conference." 


"Our finances come from football," explained Bear,

BUFFALO—Probably because of subscribing in 


part to the theory everybody has to be someplace, the 
Hams alighted in this place for the purpose of a pre- 
season pushing and shoving match with the Buffalo 
Bills. 


This was a departure and therefore a delight to the 


population. Prior to the completion of Rich Stadium, self 
respecting National Football League clubs would not 
come to Buffalo to play in pre-season games. For that 
matter, it was only after a bitter battle with the sched- 
ule maker that teams came here for events in the 
championship tournament. 


Prior to 1973, when the new stadium was erected in 


the suburb of Orchard Park, the Bills operated at War 
Memorial Stadium which was doubtless a memorial to 
World War I. 


This tourist recalls entering a cab during a visit to 


Buffalo with the Rams in 1970 and announcing to the 
driver, "1 am going to War Memorial Stadium." 


"Not with me you ain't," replied the cabbie. 
Such was the neighborhood and apparently there 


are still taxicabs and drivers listed as missing in action 
from the early days of the Bills. 


THE NEW facility has changed some of this. Along 


with The Rams this pre-season, the Bills will host 
Cincinnati and Kansas City in exhibitions and the Rams 
are considered the autumn highlight inasmuch as they 
are counted as a serious Super Bowl contender and 
generally a prestigious and dignified outfit. 


During the regular season, Buffalo customers will 


get to see the New York Jets, Denver, the New York 
Giants, Miami, Baltimore, New England and Minnesota. 


It is now possible for a team to visit here and leave 


with all of its travel party and a reasonable pay day. 
The new stadium holds 80,000 and prices are among the 
highest in the NFL and Rams-Bills seats moved well 
despite something of an umemployment problem in and 
around Buffalo. 


A person who has been employed in Buffalo far 


seven years is O.J Simpson who is warmly recalled as a 
running back at the University of Southern California. 
As part of his program of adapting to the town, O.J. 
does not knock it. 


"It wouldn't do any good," he reasons. 
From this you gather that if O.J. thought putting 


the rap on Buffalo would get him traded to New York or 
Los Angeles, he would hire himself a hall. 


But, generally speaking, Simpson has been as fair 


to Buffalo as the next guy. He has earned his money and 
his statistics indicate he has given value for monies 
received. 


NEITHER HAS the fact that O.J. is the closest 


thing to a demigod Buffalo has ever had turned him into 
something insufferable. Lou Saban, who is the coach of 
the Bills, has this ritual where a guy dropping a forward 
pass during practice must at once drop to the ground 
and engage in a certain number of pushups. 


This week, O.J. was tied with wide receiver J.D. 


Hill for the most pushups performed and the fact he 
laughed about the sentence is significant. 


Bob Chandler of USC is still able to endure Buffalo 


after four seasons and Jeff Winans, another old Trojan, 
spent all summer in the town building up an injured leg 
that kept him on the shelf during 1974. 


Still, one trip here every live years may be enough. 


The freeway in Buffalo has two lanes into town and 
eight lanes out, nobody would object to a departure tax 
at the airport and life's little stories continue to develop. 


Jack Geyer, the Rams' advance man, arrived alone 


last Tuesday. For op«ners, the airline had blown his 
luggage including his briefcase containing all the para- 
phernalia essential to his work. 


Attempting to rent a car at the airport, he was 


refused because the clerk pointed out his drivers license 
had expired. Whereupon, Geyer took a cab to his hotel 
and ordered 12 bottles of beer hi which to cry. 


The beer arrived with top removed from every last 


bottle.

Dick Vermeil acted like a youngster 


worrying about returning for that first 
day of school. To be perfectly blunt, he 
sounded seared. 


Beneath the smiles and friendly 


words he had for 100 UCLA football 
players and a dozen members of the 
media, the Bruin head coach was hiding 
trepidation. 


"I thought I'd would be more confi- 


dent and relaxed, but I'm definitely not," 
he confided Saturday afternoon as he 
began his second season in Wcslwood. 


"I'm more apprehensive and con- 


cerned than a year ago. Maybe that's 
because I've now been through a year as 
head coach. I know what we didn't get 
done last year and what we must accom- 
plish the next few weeks." 


Between short trips with his wife 


Carolyn and teenaged children, Rich, 
David and Nancy, Vermeil spent count- 
less summer hours with his coaching 
staff preparing for what promises to be 
one of the most adventuresome seasons 
in Bruin annals. 


"No matter how much time you put 


in, you'll never cover everything you 
want to during the off-season," said Ver- 
meil, "but right now we're further along 
than we were this time last year." 


Asked the Bruin strongppint, the 38- 


year-old coach replied quickly, "Our 
offensive football team, John Sciarra and 
our three receivers—Norm Andersen, 
Wally Henry and Rick Walker." 


Because he singled out his pass 


catchers, does this mean UCLA will be 
throwing the football more in 1975? 


"No, because we've got a fine offen- 


sive line to help us move the football on 
the ground. Let's just say we'll throw 
more efficiently." 


DOING THE passing and a lot of the 


running will be Sciarra, the all-America 
candidate embarking on his fourth varsi- 
ty season, and junior Jeff Dankworth, 
who so ably directed the Bruin Veer 
offense after Sciarra broke an ankle in 
the seventh game last fall. 


Vermeil and his offensive aides have 


added a few subtle changes for the sec- 
ond edition of the Veer, notably flopping 
personnel. Junior Wendell Tyler and sen- 
ior Eddie Ayers, right halfback and left 
halfback respectively in '74, have switch- 
ed positions as one example. 


"The Veer requires more reading of 


defensive players by the running back on 
the tight end's side (right half) and this 
cuts down on the number of things he has 
to do," Vermeil explained. 


Tyler, the lone Bruin breakaway 


threat, missed the final two games of his 
sophomore season with an elbow injury 
that required surgery and saw no contact 
last spring. With only Tyler, Ayers and 
senior Carl Zaby as experienced ball 
carriers, Vermeil hopes the switch to left 
half will hasten Wendell's progress. 


UCLA returns only three 11-game 


offensive starters and only outside 
linebacker Dale Curry as a full-time de- 
fender. Losing the entire secondary to 
graduation would be appear to be the 
chief problem area, but Vermeil doesn't 
think so.

Senior Terry Tautolo is the only

"USC is the team to beat in the Pac- 


8," said Vermeil, "but that's not surpris- 
ing because they've been there eight of 
the last 10 years. 


"The Trojans will be a good football 


team, maybe not as experienced as last 
season but with great young players. 
They do a great job of coaching over 
there and they've been doing the same 
things a long time. They're not going to 
beat themselves. 


"The rest of the conference is a toss- 


up—I hope—with us, Cal, Stanford, Wash- 
ington and Oregon State in the fight. We 
could lose to any of them." 


Vermeil believes there's added incen- 


tive in this year's Pac-8 race with the 
second and third-place teams allowed to 
accept bowl bids. 


"It's the greatest thing that's ever- 


happened to the conference and long 
overdue." 


Going to bowl might even allay Ver- 


meil's fears about the 1976 season.

organization, I like the guys I play with and ! think this 
club is going to be a contender someday. I'd be disap- 
pointed to leave, but I've got to go where I can devel- 
op." 


LAHOUD CITES certain clues to his future, such as 


"the way I've been used this year, and the fact they're 
going with a full youth movement." 


Joe is only 28 "But 28," he points out "is 4 or 5 


years older than the average age on this club." 


Fringe players, generally, are at the mercy of their 


managers—in Lahoud's case, Dick Williams, under 
whom he also served in Boston. 


Lahoud, a lefthanded slugger, played in 1974 "more 


than I ever had in the past" while Bobby Winkles was 
the Angels' manager. This season, when he hasn't been 
hurt, he's been the Angels' designated hitter, but only 
against righthanded pitchers. He's batting .214 with six 
home runs—second on the team. 


"I think I need to play every day," Joe says. "I

He went the '73 season at Milwaukee without commit- 
ting an error in 87 chances. 


"I think I'm a good fielder. I work on my fielding 


quite a bit. I have a better-than-average arm. I would 
say that my arm is as good, if not better, than anybody 
in our outfield.

But when I came back up to Boston I sat on the 
bench again." 


LAHOUD ASKED to be traded and he was, to

ager I ever played under—Dave Bristol. 


"I was hitting about .396 for the first 2% months of 


the (1972) season until I had a collision with (shortstop) 
Bobby Heise and never did get back in the groove again. , 


"When I got traded to the Angels I was really 


happy because I respect Harry Dalton tremendously. I 
think Harry is the best general manager I've ever been 
associated with. He's been good to me and he's been 
honest with me. 


"The only thing was that in spring training they 


said they'd give me a chance to play against lefthanded 
pitching again, which never really came about. 


"I've won a couple of ball games for 'em against 


lefthanded pitching this year, but one time I went O-for-2 
and I didn't play against lefthanders anymore." 


WHILE THE ANGELS are gone, Lahoud is working 


on a rehabilitation program prescribed by Dr. Michael

"If I do these exercises faithfully, Joe says, "the

If the exercises don't work, surgery is the gloomy 


alternative. 


"I'm not afraid of going to work for a living," Joe 


says. 


"I'm not married, although I have supported my 


family since my father had open heart surgery in '66/1 
have a '75 Continental paid for and the only thing I owe 
is a mortgage on an $80,000 house in Connecticut, and I 
have enough money in the bank to pay that off.

But McClendon also points, 
out, why he thinks Bryant, the legendary coach'of the 
Crimson Tide, might find himself alone when he goes to 
court.

A?Ar9;go into a lawsuit with the NCAA ended up on 
probation," McClendon said. 


Bryant, one of the winningest coaches in collegiate 


gridiron history, had expressed hope that 75 or 80 other 
schools might follow his lead and go to court. 


Around the nation, coaches lined up as expected; 


The major football powers agree with Bryant, an infor- 
mal poll taken by The Associated Press showed. But the 
smaller schools and those whose teams have not been 
perennial winners take the side of the NCAA. 


• 
"We suppqrt coach Bryant fully," said Mississippi 


State coach Bob Tyler, who has suited up 70 to 74 
players for road games the past two years; "We don't 
think there should be a limit whatsoever, -We can't see a 
need for a limit." 


But Tyler said Mississippi State .wUl not Join Ala- 


bama in its suit. "I wouldn't think it would be neces- 
sary," he said. "His (Bryant's) move will stand." 


At the University of Pittsburgh, Panther coach 


Johnny Majors said he concurs "with them (Alabama) 
100 per cent." But he said only the school could decide 
whether to join Alabama's suit and he could not'speak 
for the administration. 


On the other end of the ladder are the smaller or

In its suit, Alabama petitioned the Tuscaloosa Coun- 


ty Circuit Court to enjoin the NCAA from enforcing the 
new rules adopted at last week's special convention as 
long as athletes involved were under scholarship con- 
tracts entered into prior to Aug. 15. In essence, the suit, 
if upheld, would delay enforcement of squad limitations 
for four years. 


"I was not for the new rules," Pont said, "but we 


are a member of the NCAA and will live with them. The 
NCAA after all is voluntary. You can always pull out if 
you can't live with the rules." 


Majors said the ruling, which he called a mistake, 


would save only $1,000 or $2,000 a year by taking fewer . 
players on road trips, "The plane is going to fly any- 
way."

That 
society has petitioned the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
to have 67 cave-dwelling crustaceans, including the four 
species of California scuds, placed, on that endangered 
list.

DFG biologists admit that they know little about 


scuds in general; much less the cave dwellers. The cave 
scuds belong to the genus Sty gobromus, which is an 
"oat-like creature living in darkness.'! In other words^ 
they :say, the scud closely resembles the sand flea; to 
which it is related, both being amphipod crustaceans. 


The society .points out that cave environment is

BIOLOGISTS HERE POINT OUT that Dr. John 


Holsinger, of the. Department of Biology, Old Dominion 
University, Norfork, Va., may be the only authority on 
scuds in the entire nation. While they didn't say so, one 
implied that it might be a good idea for Dr. Holsinger, 
who is a consultant for the Speleological Society, to 
come out here and investigate those caves where the 
scuds live.

Two of the caves are situated in Tuolumne County — 


the Mara at Pinnacle Point Cave and Grady's at Crystal 
Palace Cave. Those are the two where the scuds are in 
real danger.

The second he heard the tape record- 


er click on, Warren Murray began to 
sing. 


"Oh, excuse me," he grinned with a 


warm glint in his blue eyes."You know 
how 1 am... a real ham. I'm such a ham 
that when someone opens the refrigerator 
door and the light comes on, I do five 
minutes." 


A pause. A smile. The clatter of 


dishes in a Burbank restaurant. 


"Well, I guess you've heard that one 


before. It's been around." 


Warren Murray has been around 


comedy all of his life (his father is come- 
dian Jan Murray) and NBC—TV is bet- 
ting thai his experience in comedy writ- 
ing and quick ear for picking out funny 
phrases is going to boost them up the 
Neilsen ratings ladder to nose out CBS 
for the top spot in broadcast comedy. 


Comedy is the big priority in the 


development of a TV diet for the Ameri- 
can viewing audience. 


CBS has built an empire on comedy. 


The Neilsen ratings show that 12 of the 
top 20 programs across the country are 
comedy — only two of the 12 are on NBC. 


"We have a long way to go," said 


Murray, who was named director of 
comedy programming for NBC last 
December. "Comedy is the name of the 
game and we are constantly moving 
ahead both in our thinking and in our 
programming priorities." 


Murray, who packs a trim build into 


a 6-foot frame, considers his job similar 
to that of a creative consultant — only 
with a little more clout. 


"I approve all stories, all scripts, 


casting and directors," he explained. 


"For example, when I was writing 


and free lancing (his credits include "All 
in the Family," "Good Times," "Love 
American Style," "Room 222," "That 
Girl" and "The Bill Cosby Show") 1 
would get calls from the network people 
and they would yell at me and tell me to 
make script changes and I would slam 
the phone down and yell, 'Who are these 
morons,..these idiots...they know noth- 
ing...' and now, I'm on the other side of 
the desk making the calls," he explained. 


Murray is in charge of all four net- 


work comedies on NBC — "Chico and the 
Man," "Sanford and Son" and two new 
programs debuting Sept.'11, "The Monte- 
fuscos" and "Fay" 
with "the; 


Montefuscos" slipping into the 8 p.m. slot 
on Thursday nights followed by "Fay" at 
8:30. 


Coming up against "The Waltons" is 


tough competition, but Murray is a man 
with confidence. 


"The American people want come- 


dy," Murray said. "We've been through 
Watergate, an unpopular war, unemploy- 
ment a recession and we look to comedy 
for escapism. II people don't have some- 
thing to laugh at, they're going to cry," 
the Brooklyn-born writer said, "and 
we're going to give them something (o 
laugh about. 


"Not only is society in a constant 


state of change, but so is comedy," Mur- 
ray continued. "People are more sophis- 
ticated now... we've moved away from 
situation comedy. We want to see real 
people.. 


"We've evolved into character come- 


dy. Take every successful comedy on the 
air today, it's not the plot that makes the 
show, it's Ihe people. 


"When we watch 'Chico and the Man' 


we're watching because we like the 
characters. !n fact," Murray continued, 
"there's no great base of reality to the 
show. It's a generation gap comedy. The 
plots and character relationships are 
d.qne to entertain people at home and to 
help them forget their problems and sit 
back and have a good laugh. That's what 
comedy is all about. 


"'Fay,' one of our new shows is 


another example of character comedy," 
Murray said. "I think it's one of the most 
brilliant, sophisticated, funny 
shows 


that's ever been put on American televi- 
sion. I predict (hat Lee Grant, who plays 
Fay is going to be a superstar. She's got 
a great sense of comedy timing." 


"Fay" is the story of a woman who 


has been married for 24 years, gets di- 
vorced and has to cope with a new life as 
a single person. After she has devoted 
her entire adult life to a husband and 
family, she finds she has no life of her 
own and sets about to change that. 


It's an exceptionally difficult time for 


adjustment and soul searching and while 
the topic is heavy, the treatment of it 
strikes a delicate comic posture aided by 
quick-paced, writing delivered with a 
punch.

story of an Italian family which, as Muiv 
ray explained, is "a microcosm of every 
American family that has a traditional 
family dinner. 


"The characters go through the typi- 


cal family tra'ditions — not as television 
characters, but as real-life people dealing 
with all the problems we all go through 
during family gatherings... and they're 
funny," Murray added. 


There are exciting changes planned 


for "Chico and the Man" and "Sanford 
and Son" — both of which premiere their 
new fall look with special, zany programs 
on Sept. 12. 


"We want the shows to change... to 


keep up an exciting pace," Murray said. 
"Some Sanford episodes are moving out 
of the junk yard. Sanford is buying the 
property next door and building an apart- 
ment house which will be known as 'The 
Sanford Arms.' 


"One of the most exciting episodes 


will be on premiere night," said Murray, 
a wide smile spreading across his face. 
"It's called Earthquake 2 and the entire 
junk yard is leveled by a quake. Sanford, 
almost in a state of shock, decides to go 
to Las Vegas while his house is being 
rebuilt'..While in Vegas'h'e hm's into some' 


of the biggest names in show business 
(who make guest appearances on the 
show). 


"Chico and the Man," the other re- 


turning NBC comedy, also premieres 
Sept. 12 with Rich Little making a guest 
appearance. 


"Rich plays a city official who stut- 


ters and the only way he can talk normal- 
ly is when he use someone else's voice. 


"Sounds crazy? It's great," Murray 


said. "During the course of a half hour 
Rich is even going to do Ed Brown and 
Chico Rodriguez... with them standing 
there... and that's funny." 


Murray's enthusiasm for his new job 


seeps into his conversation and is punctu- 
ated by hand gestures and easy smiles. 


"If the shows are a success and the 


ratings go up," Murray said jokingly, 
"then not only does NBC become the 
number one network, but I have a good 
chance of being made a vice president in 
a few years. 


"If the ratings go down, well, then I'll 


be back at my typewriter wearing faded 
denims and I'll have a very large garage 
sale, tp.sell all the pew. suits I bought for

ABC staged here the other 
day in which Brooks and 
Dick Gautier, the actor 
portraying his Robin 
Hood, talked about the 
forthcoming series.

guest. Gautier grinned.

•ten.'.' He described Stein- 


berg as "a bit of a per- 
vert" who hustled him for 
a writing job back in the 
"Get Smart" days when 
they encountered each 
other in a chock full o'nuts 
shop in New, York. - 


The new series, he said, 


was the. collective creation 
of himself, Steinberg and 
other Bfpoksians. "We 
dreamed it up one day 
while we were sitting 
around coalescing the 
vapor of creative think- 
ing." 


He feels it will be a new 


kind of television farce, a 
departure from the cur- 
rent one-liner comedies. 
"I think people are tired 
of the one set, flat lighted 
stuff with a series of ver- 
bal explosions." 


A collective thinking of 


his group was that the 
Robin Hood series had to 
move indoors and out- 
doors. "We couldn't Just 
take Polaroid pictures of 
gentiles- sitting in pup 
tents.

In a letter to "The 


Times" of London the phy- 
sicians point out that 
"inadequate financing of 
HHS is leading to a state 
of crisis...we believe 
that the collapse of the 
National Health Service 
would be a national catas- 
trophe." 


The doctors predict "a 


collapse in the near fu- 
ture unless the community 
pays more for its health 
care." 


The HHS was founded in 


-1948, offering free medi- 
cal care for rich and 
poor, providing almost 
every conceivable kind of 
treatment. Eighty-five per 
cent of its funding comes 
from general taxation, hut 
large pay hikes for em- 
ployees and a 25 per cent 
inflation have reduced 
services to the point of 
mounting despair among pa- 
tients, doctors, and 
nurses. 


At a recent meeting of 


the British Medical Asso- 
ciation,' which represents 
25i000 doctors, BMA Chair- 
man Walpole Lewin aaid 
flatly: "We need every- 
thing we have now just to 
hold ourselves together." 


last year to keep the 


National Health Service 
going, the government ap- 
propriated an extra $1.32 
billion. But inflation ate 
most of that up. 


Health economists esti- 


mate that it now needs an- 
other $2 billion to sur- 


vive. But Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson's Labor Gov- 
ernment insists there's no 
money to spare.

claim otherwise. They 
point out that the manu- 
facture of plastic bottles 
contributes to overall air 
and water pollution and 
that the users of the 
plastic bottles will 
litter the countryside 
with them. 


The Monsanto people say 


this is ridiculous, that 
they will have collection 
centers for recycling and 
will pay the purchasers 
of the plastic Coca-Cola 
bottles 12.5 cents per 
pound when they are re- 
turned. 


Some time ago plastic 


bottles were manufactured 
for liquor. They were made 
of polyvinylchloride, and 
these were banned by the 
PDA because small amounts 
of the chemical combined 
with alcohol. This is not 
the case with the Monsanto 
plastic Coke bottle.

QUy Hlpll If you are 
uRl nltm having trouble 


making ends 
meet, be glad, 


at least, that you don't 
live in Alaska. 


According to the U.S. 


Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, our uppermost state 
presently has the upper- 
most prices in the coun- 
try—more' than one-third 
higher than the national 
average. (The medium-level 
budget for a family of 
four in Anchorage, Alas- 
ka's largest city, is 
about $20,000, which tops 
any other major city in 
the U.S.) And things are 
expected to get even 
worse for Alaska's 385,000 
people. 


Much of the reason for 


this is the construction 
of Alaska's new oil pipe- 
line, which began in 
April, 1974, and will -not 
be completed until mid- 
1977. With some 17,000 
pipeline workers earning 
$1000 or more per week, 
and with thousands of 
others pouring into Alas- 


ka's cities hoping to find 
work and the proverbial 
pot of gold, the already- 
high prices have begun to 
soar. 


At a typical supermarket 


in Anchorage, for in- 
stance, ypu pay: 55$ a 
pound for bananas; $1 for 
three ears of corn; 69$ 
for a quart of milk; $2.55 
a pound for pork chops. 
And if you try to eat out, 
well, the menu at even the 
local greasy spoon will 
run something like this: 
ham and eggs for breakfast 
—$2.75; a hamburger sand- 
wich for lunch—$2; and a 
thin slab of steak for 
dinner—$6. 


Other prices are no 


better, with no-frills 
haircuts at $5 a clip; 
taxi rides beginning at 
$1.70 for the first mile 
and 90$ each additional 
mile; and suits cleaned 
for about $4. 


Worst of all, though, is 


the price tag on housing 
—if you're lucky enough 
to find any. Bents and 
housing costs are cur- 
rently rising at the an- 
nual rate of about 40 per 
cent, and household fur- 
nishings and operating 
costs more than 100 per 
cent. In some extreme 
cases, for example, one 
Anchorage man complained 
that his landlord had just 
raised the rent on his 
home from $205 a month to 
$180 a week; and in Val- 
dez, a schoolteacher sud- 
denly found that the rent 
on her two-bedroom flat 
had jumped from $286 to 
$1600 a month. All of 
this, in fact, recently 
prompted one Anchorage 
real estate broker to 
jokingly advertise a 'dog- 
house for $10,000. 


For those whose income 


has managed to keep pace 
with the economy, all this 
can, of course, be taken 
good-naturedly. But for 
many others, the impact 
has been hard to take. In- 
deed, as one small busi- 
nessman who came to 
Anchorage eight years ago 
told Intelligence Report: 
"Alaska was good for 
awhile, but now I can't 
afford it anymore. Let the 
gold-seekers come. Me, 
I'm going back--or, maybet 
someplace else like New 
Zealand." 
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How Some Congressmen 


Tan Extra Funds

R 


ep. Charles J. Carney, a 62-year- 


old Democrat from Youngstown, 
Ohio, emerged from the chamber 
of the House of Representatives to 


encounter a reporter asking questions 
about his "office fund." Carney ran 
down the hallway, shouting '.'I won't 
answer," and into an elevator reserved 
for members of Congress. 


A week earlier, Carney's legislative 


assistant, John Novosel, abruptly ter- 
minated a telephqne call on the same 
subject. "I don't think I can be of much 
help to you," Novosel said, and slam- 
med the phone down. 


Carney isn't the only House, member 


who won't talk about office funds, al- 
though his colleagues' refusals usually 
are less dramatic. For example, Rep. 
Richard H. Fulton, a Democrat from 
Nashville, Tenn., offered only a four- 
word reply when asked why 
he 


wouldn't discuss his office fund: "Be- 
cause it's not required." 


Rep. 
Charles H. Wilson, a Democrat 


from suburban Los Angeles, was simi- 
larly secretive about how his office fund 
was raised and spent. "The Congress- 
man has decided not to grant the re- 
quest," explained his administrative as- 
sistant, John S. Pontius. 


The reason for that secrecy was best 


explained by a veteran Congressman 


• who 
requested anonymity: "Office 


funds—or newsletter funds, office ac- 
counts, research and information funds 
—whatever they're called—are the last 
refuge for members of Congress who 
want to take unlimited amounts of 
' money from any source, spend it on 
whatever they please and report it no- 


- -where." (The total of these funds runs 


into hundreds of thousands of dollars.) 


Undoubtedly the most famous of all 


such "slush funds" in Congress was the 
"Nixon fund," disclosure of which in 
1952 forced Richard M. Nixon, then a 
Republican Senator from California, to 
purchase television time to defend him- 
self and avoid being dumped as the 
Vice Presidential nominee. 


In that famous "Checkers speech," 


Nixon said of such funds: "I say that it

was morally wrong if any of that $18,- 
000 went to Senator Nixon for my per- 
sonal use. I say that it was morally 
wrong if it was secretly given and 
secretly handled. And I say that it was 
morally wrong if any of the contributors 
got special favors for the contributions 
that they made." 


However, more than two decades 


later, many members of Congress are 
enjoying money "secretly given and 
secretly handled." 


The office-account dodge is a rela- 


tively recent development. Four years 
ago the laws governing the financing 
of campaigns for federal office were so 
loosely drafted and so seldom enforced 
that Congressmen did not have to ac- 
count for money collected for political 
purposes. Many of them established not 
only a secret campaign committee but 
also a special "slush fund" based in the 
District of Columbia, which was ex- 
empted from even the weak disclosure 
requirements»of the law. 


Traditional uses 


But in 1971 Congress closed almost 


all the loopholes in the law, forcing 
those who still wanted to maintain a 
secret fund to find something new. 
They hit upon office funds—tradition- 
ally used legitimately to pay for news- 
letters mailed to voters, flowers for con- 
stituents' funerals, parking fees, office 
coffee machines and other items not 
covered by the numerous special allow- 
ances that Congress has voted for its 
members. 


At-!east half of the 435 members of 


the House are believed to have some 
form of office account. Although no 
public disclosure of their financing is 
required, a survey shows that most of 
the funds are relatively small—about 
$5000 a year, most of it collected in 
small contributions'from constituents. 


In recent years, there has been in- 


creasingly less justification for main- 
taining private office funds because 
ihere has been a substantial increase in 
the allowances given federal legislators. 


In addition to an annual salary of 


$42,500, each House member receives 
$227,220 to hire staff assistants, $6500 
for stationery, reimbursement for 26 
round trips back home, two free news- 
letters mailed to constituents and the 
"franking" privilege for virtually unlim- 
ited first-class mail plus $1140 for air- 
mail and special postage. 


Other perquisites include more than 


500 free hours of long-distance tele- 
phone calls from Washington plus un- 
limited long-distance calls in district 
offices, $5500 for office equipment, 
$3400 for the maintenance of each dis- 
trict office—and a generous retirement 
plan. Senators receive comparable al- 
lowances, although they vary with the 
population of the state the Senator rep- 
resents. 


The House Democratic Study Group, 


a research and reform group, earlier 
this year held a seminar for aides to 
newly elected legislators on how to 
operate an office fund so as to avoid 
moral, ethical or legal problems. 


The following points were stressed: 
• Be aggressive and open in publi- 


cizing what you're doing since the "big- 
gest danger is the 'slush fund' charge." 


• Limit contributions to $100 a per- 


son, make full disclosure of monies re- 
ceived and-spent, and refuse money 
from special interest groups. 


• Never use money for anything that 


can be construed as personal expenses. 


• Don't use campaign contributions 


to pay for office expenses between 
elections. 


No legal limits 


Nevertheless, dozens of House mem- 


bers are operating office funds outside 
those guidelines, arguing that the ab- 
sence of any legal restrictions allows 
them to do whatever they please. 


For example, an investigation shows 


that Carney, Fulton and Wilson—who 
refused to discuss their office funds— 
all recently 
accepted 
contributions 


from special interest groups without 
disclosing how the money was spent. 


Within the past year, Fulton's secret 


office fund received $500 and Wilson's 
$100 from the Truck Operators' Non- 
partisan Committee of the American 
Trucking Associations. 


The Seafarers' International Union 


gave $250 to the office fund of Carney 
and $500 each to Wilson and Charles 
B. Rangel, a New York Democrat and 
one of the few House members who 
has voluntarily filed public reports on 
his office fund.

Rangel's reports disclose sizable con- 


tributions from more than two dozen 
lobbyists arid Washington lawyers. At 
least three other New York Democrats 
—Reps. Mario Biaggi, Lester L Wolff 


and John M. Murphy—maintain covert 
office funds which also have received 
lobbyists', money. 


Still other legislators have taken ad- 


vantage of a loophole in the law to 
transfer campaign contributions into 
their office accounts, where the money 
is spent without public knowledge, 
despite the fact that the House Code 
of Ethics says a legislator "shall expend 


no funds from his campaign account 
not attributable to bona firje campaign 
purposes." 


Reps. Bob Wilson, a California Re- 


publican, and Thomas M. Rees, a Cali- 
fornia Democrat, have used thousands 
of dollars in campaign contributions to 
pay for between-election office ex- 
penses. Both said they recently halted 
the practice.

Others who have engaged in the same 


practice include Rep. Thomas E. Morgan, a 
Pennsylvania Democrat who is chairman of 
the House Committee on International Re- 
lations; Rep. George E. Brown Jr., a Califor- 
nia Democrat, and Rep. Donald W. Riegle 
Jr., a Michigan Democrat. 


They remain technically within the law 


because a statute which went into effect 
early this year—and which supersedes the 
House Code of Ethics—says that a surplus 
remaining in any campaign treasury after.the 
election may be spent "to defray any ordi- 
nary and necessary expenses incurred [by 
the candidate] in connection with his duties 
as holder of federal office" or for "any other 
lawful purpose." 


Some Congressmen have taken advantage 


of that provision to make questionable ex- 
penditures directly from their campaign 
treasuries, without even bothering to set up 
an office account. For example, nine days 
after the law became effective and two 
months after the election. Rep. Phil M. Lan- 
drum, a Georgia Democrat, used part of his 
campaign surplus to pay $3625 for a "cam- 
paign auto." 


In his garage 


When asked where the "campaign auto" 


was being stored, Edgar L. Jenkins, in charge 
of Landrum's hometown office in Jasper, 
Ga., explained that "ifs down at his [Lan- 
drum's] house" and was used on weekends 
or vacations. 


There are fewer abuses of office funds in 


the Senate, principally because in 1968 that 
body passed a rule requiring members to 
file public reports on the receipt and dispo- 
sition of all cdntribulions of $50 or more, 
whether they are campaign donations or 
not. 
• • 


The result is that most Senators exercise 


caution and prudence because they know 
they must disclose the transactions involv- 
ing their office accounts, which in several 
cases are substantial. 


For instance, Sen. Birch Bayh, an Indiana 


Democrat, maintains three such accounts 
which last year collected a total of $55,000. 
And Sen. John G. Tower, a Texas Republi- 
can, operates a "Tower Senate Club," which 
earlier this year reported having more than 
$80,000 in cash. 


The Federal Election Commission, by a 


vole of G to 0, proposed regulations on July 
29 to end many of the questionable prac- 
tices involving Congressional office funds. 
However, the regulations can be voted 
down by either house of Congress after the 
August recess. A bitler fight is shaping up 
nexl month because many legislators will 
hardly welcome restrictions on their private 
"slush funds."

the White House? 


President Ford is looking for 20 


outstanding young men and women 
to serve as White House fellows. 


The Jobs last for one year, pay 


np to $31,806 annually, consist of 
positions as special assistants to the 
Vice President, cabinet officers or 
principal members of the White 
House staff. 


Established in 1964, the White 


House Fellowship program, the 
brainchild of John Gardner, now 
head of Common Cause, is designed 
to provide a group of young people, 
aged 23 to 35, with "firsthand, high- 
level experience with the workings 
of the federal government and to in- 
crease their sense of participation In 
national affairs." 


To date 21 women and 161 men 


have been chosen as White House 
Fellows, among them Doris Reams 
(1967-68), who helped Lyndon John- 
son write his memoirs and now 
teaches at Harvard; Tom Johnson 
(1965-66), who returned to Texas 
with LBJ and became publisher of 
"The Dallas Times-Herald"; Jane 
Cahlll Pfelffer (1966-67), who's be- 
come the second woman vice presi- 
dent in the history of IBM (Inter- 


national Business Machines). 


Applicants for White House Fel- 


lowships must be citizens of the US., 
and no employees of the executive 
branch of Ihe federal government 
are eligible for the program except 
career military personnel of the 
Armed Forces. Applications from 
overseas candidates are acceptable 
provided these candidates can re- 
turn to the U.S. for regional inter- 
views at their own expense. 


Last year, 2307 young men and 


women applied, and 14 were chosen. 


What President Ford Is looking for 


are applicants with leadership, high 
motivation, and a commitment to 
the nation. 


The White House Fellowship pro- 


gram is directed by Bruce Hasen- 
kamp, 37, a lawyer out of Dartmouth 
and Stanford, who took over in Au- 
gust, 1974. 


Requests for applications for next 


year's program must be postmarked 
not later than Nov. 10,1975. Applica- 
tion forms and additional informa- 
tion can he obtained from the Presi- 
dent's Commission on White House 
Fellowships, Washington, D.C. 20415. 
After regional selections are pro- 
vided him, it is President Ford wh» 
will choose the lucky 20.

Brazilian monkeys and they yearn to live in 
pairs, not groups or alone. So we were very 
lucky that through ISIS we found out about 
this lonesome male in the Washington Zoo 
and were able to arrange that he set up a 
household with our female here in Kansas 
City. They seem to be very happy together 
and we hope they're planning to have a 
family. At birth their babies will be the size 
of a peanut." 


ISIS stands for International Species In- 


ventory System. It collects information on 
zoo populations—so far 19,000 animals in 
176 zoos—and pours the data into an |BM 
computer. Periodically, the computer spews 
forth its lists and these are sent to the zoos. 
Or, an individual zoo director will ask ISIS 
if a specific animal is available somewhere, 
and Linda Murtfeldt, the ISIS manager, asks 
the computer. 


"Recently," she reports, "the St. Paul 


Como Zoo had a female spiny anteater— 
that's a primitive little egg-laying mammal. 
She obviously was longing for a husband. 
Through an ISIS report it was found that a 
lone male was pining away' In the zoo in 
Topeka, Kan. Now, a 'marriage' has been 
arranged." 


Not fust numbers 


Says Dr. U.S. Seal, University of Minne- 


sota professor and a founder of ISIS: "In the 
case of some animals, the supply is drying 
up in the wild and Ihe only way to keep 
some species going is to breed them in cap- 
tivity. Our computer does more than just 
keep track of numbers and whereabouts of 
animals. We can also ask it which are the 
healthiest ones for breeding purposes, how 
old they are and other Information'1 


ISIS expects requests soon to come in on 


a number of scarce and endangered ani- 
mals, including Mongolian wild horses, Si- 
berian tigers, jaguars, timber wolves and 
Arabian oryxes, which are long-horned an- 
telopes. 


Dr. Seal, who thinks of ISIS as a modern- 


day Noah's Ark, says gorillas also are In short 
supply. Armstrong of Kansas City, confirms 
this: "We just sent two gorrllas to the San 
Diego Zoo to be bred. But in this case ISIS 
won't get credit for 'marriages.' We want 
them back as soon as they're pregnant." 


Eventually ISIS will be expanded to in- 


clude birds and reptiles and the hope is to 
go international until the system ultimately 
has a complete record on every creature in 
the world living in a zoo.

ore and more American women have a new goal in life 
— a soccer goal. They've taken up (he fastest-growing 
team sport in the country with an enlhusiasm and zest 
— not to mention a deftness of footwork — that have 


impressed veteran observers of this once all-male pastime. 


"I'm not saying they could run Pel£ off the field," says one 


long-lime fan, referring to the Brazilian star who recently 
joined the New York Cosmos team of the North American 
Soccer League. "But there's nothing frivolous about the way 
they play, either. They're serious and aggressive and some- 
times they get real wild." 


The objective of soccer, a game with 11 to a side, is to 


propel a ball between goalposts without the use of the hands. 
It calls for speed, quickness and durability, all of which the 
women players seem to be providing in abundance. In a re- 
cent match of the North Texas Women's Amateur Soccer 
League, one of the new organizations springing up all over 
the country, the girls even displayed one of the traditional 
characteristics of male soccer players — a refusal to come in 
out of the rain. 


The game was played on a suburban recreation field, de- 


spite tornado and flash-flood warnings, by two determined 
teams from the Dallas-Fort Worth area who churned through 
mud and pools of water as they attempted to boot the ball 
into goal nets barely visible through a driving rain. The game 
finally ended in a 2-2 tie. The alternative would have been a 
sodden-death overtime. 


Says Mrs. Vurlene Smith, red-headed League commissioner: 


"We had six teams during our spring season, competing Sun- 
day afternoons for eight weeks. This-fall we're adding six 
more teams, and we'll have a 10-week season. Women are 
clamoring to join us. Most of us have husbands, sons or 
daughters who play the game, and we don't want to be 
soccer-widows or soccer-mothers. Women, too, want the 
fun and excitement. Soccer has become a family sport." 


Average age: 35 


The North Texas Women's Amateur Soccer League requires 


its players to be at least 24, although each team is allowed 
two members as young as 18. The average age is 35. Most are 
suburban housewives, but there also are secretaries, teachers, 
sales clerks and a market researcher. Since the game demands 
all sorls of skills, there's no standard physique. Players range 
in weight from less than 100 up to 180 pounds, and there's 
room for the small, alert types as well as the hefty ones. 


Women's soccer differs little from men's. The playing field 


is a bit shorter, and each half runs 30 minutes, instead of 45. 
The rules are the same, except that women are permitted to 
cross arms over the chest for protection against a hard-kicked 
ball. The players also are urged to wear a good support bra. 
One awkward mishap occurred during a game when a large- 
bosomed forward broke a bra strap. Nothing in the rules covr 
ers such a plight, so she ran for her bench while a substitute 
took over. Uniforms are conventional— knee socks, colorful 
shirts and shorts, soccer shoes. "We do.like afeminine touch," 
admits Judi Brooks, whose club, the Mesquite Butterflies, 
wears a butterfly insignia — designed by her husband. 
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Most of the women say they prefer 


male referees, whom they regard as 
stricter and more experienced. One 
team, the Dallas East Soccer Widows, 
has a male coach, Sherwood Smith, hus- 
band of Commissioner Vurlene Smith. 


Mary Hunter, slim, slightly graying 


co-commissioner and sparkplug of the 
league, thinks soccer gives athletically 
inclined-women a chance at self-fulfill- 
ment they might otherwise never get. 


"We're too energetic for needlepoint 


or embroidery," she says. "For some it's 
a chance to be aggressive without being 
violent, to work off frustrations and 
tensions." 


As for the physical benefits, Margaret 


Skidmore, a mathematics and physical 
education teacher, says: "No other 
sports strengthens your total body- 
legs, arms, neck, lungs and heart 
muscle. Soccer develops stamina, agility 
and coordination." 


"Al! of us are happier, and our family 


life is happier because we are," adds 
Nancy McDavid, mother of three. "I'd 
been about 50 pounds overweight and 
lost 20 of them in two months of soc- 
cer. I've given up politics. I was a Re- 
publican precinct chairman but now I 
don't have time for it if I'm to give my . 
all to soccer." 


The girls play hard. One exuberant 


halfback, medical researcher Vicki Jack-

son, became famous rn the league for 
the war whoops she would unleash as 
she dashed down the field in hot pur- 
suit of a loose ball. This is regarded by 
her sister players as unnerving, illegal 
and unladylike—'not to mention un- 
soccerlike—behavior. Another player 
once showed up fully uniformed and 
wearing a plaster cast over an arm. She 
was disappointed when the referee 
wouldn't let her play, both to protect 
herself and the other players. 


Injuries are common. Players in the 


Texas league have reported black and 
blue knees, a fractured ankle, a bruised 
chin, a broken finger, and countless 
pulled muscles and strained ligaments, 
jo Ann Willis of Piano, Tex., had the 
wind knocked out of her when she col- 
lided with an opponent who happened 
to weigh 175 pounds. Another player 
lost her dentures when she was hit in 
the mouth by a ball. She kept going 
without them until half time. 


League soccer has not only expanded 


the players' knowledge of first-aid pro- 


cedures, it has also given them a new 
sense of congeniality and sislerhood- 
"We stretch our horizons and make 
new friends," says Beverly La Rue. 
"Often we provide each olher with a 
sounding board to help solve personal 
problems like marital difficulties." 


And—as a male chauvinist might ask 


—how about the housework? 


"Well," says one player, "our houses 


may get a bit dirty from time to time. 
But we stay up late to do the cleaning 
and laundry, and the kids help. When 
we know there's a game on Sunday we 
always prepare a good casserole ahead 
of time. We all insist lhal our family and 
home come first." 


Developments elsewhere 


Texas' enthusiasm for women's soc- 


cer is reflected in such other areas as 
Denver, Col., which boasts a league 
with some 40 players, and the Slate of 
Washington, where 
a 
proliferating 


Women's Soccer Association, now two 
years old, has 700 players on 35 teams. 
Olher sections of the country are 
evincing interest, and some authorities 
think it's only a matter of time until 
women's soccer takes hold on the col- 
legiate level, as have crew rowing and 
other formerly all-male sports. It looks 
as if a lot of casseroles will be cooking 
before those weekend games.
